Pharmaceutical  Arithmetic. 

By  Walter  S.  Clark,  Ph.C,  A.C.G.I. 


Solutions. 

THE  strength  of  a  solution  may  be  stated  in  various  ways. 
No  misconception  exists  as  to  what  is  meant  when 
a  solution  containing,  say,  5  grains  per  fluid  drachm  or 
5  grams  per  100  grams  is  asked  for.  The  case  is  different, 
however,  when  a  5-per-cent.  (or  a  l-in-20)  solution  is  re- 
quired. To  avoid  misunderstanding,  such  solutions  should 
be  made  up  by  weight — i.e.,  5  grams  per  100  grams  or 
5  grains  per  100  grains,  and  so  on,  in  which  case  the 
resulting  solution  is  strictly  a  5-per-cent.  solution.  Thus, 
to  make  2  fl.  oz.  of  a  5-per-cent.  aqueous  solution,  we 
••should  proceed  thus  : 

Two  fluid  ounces  of  water  weighs  2x437.5  =  875.0  grains, 
■but  since  the  specific  gravity  of  the  resulting  solution  will 
:be  greater  than  1,  2  fl.  oz.  will  weigh  more  than  875  grains, 
;and.we  must  make  for.  say,  900  grains  of  solution.  Weigh 
•out  5x9  =  45  grains  of  the  substance,  dissolve  in  a  little 
water,  and  make  up  to  900  grains  weight  with  water,  finally 
measuring  out  the  2  fl.  oz.  required. 
For  many  purposes,  however,  this  is  needlessly  refined,  and 
»it  is  sufficient  to  assume  that  the  specific  gravity  of  the 
resulting  solution  is  1.    In  this  case,  since  2  fl.  oz.  will 
weigh  437.5x2=875  grains,  we  shall  require  8.75x5=43.75 
grains  of  substance  dissolved  and  made  up  to  2  fl.  oz. 
When  dealing  with  solvents  other  than  water  the  specific 
gravity  of  the  solvent  must  be  taken  into  account,  either 
hy  proceeding  as  in  the  first  method  above,  or  by  assum- 
ing that  the  specific  gravity  of  the  solution  is  the  same  as 
that  of  the  solvent.    Thus  : 

,  ,  Example  3. — Find  the  weight  of  menthol  required  to 
make  ^ij.  of  a  4-per-cent.  solution  in  S.V.R. 

Two  fluid  ounces  of  S.V.R.  weigh  (437.5  x2x0.834J  grains 
=  729.8  grains,  and  100  grains  of  solution  are  to  contain 
4  grains  menthol. 

•-■•    1  grain  of  solution  must  contain  0.04  grain  menthol. 
•  '•    729.8  grains  of  solution  must  contain  0.04x729.8 
=  29.192  grains  oi  menthol. 

Some  chemists  would  regard  a  4-per-cent.  solution  as  mean- 
ing 4  grains  in  110  minims,  irrespective  of  the  specific  gravity 
of  the  solvent. 

Salts  are  frequently  kept  in  solution  at  the  dispensing- 
counter  for  convenience.  These  solutions  are  made  of  such 
a-  strength  that  if,  for  example,  we  are  using  a  l-in-20 
■solution  and  require  5  grains  of  salt,  then  we  must  take 
20  times  5  in  minims — i.e.,  100  minims.  Hence  such  solu- 
tions must  be  made  up  accordingly.  Thus  1  pint  of  a  l-in-20 
solution  must  contain  480  grains,  and  not  437.5  grains  as 
above.  For  conversion  from  one  system  of  weights  and 
measures  to  another  it  is  convenient  to  remember  that. 
'One  grain  in  110  minims  is  in  the  same  proportion  as  1  oz. 
(437.5  grains)  in  100  fl.  oz.  and  1  gram  in  100  cubic 
•centimetres.  For  example,  a  solution  which  contains  4.5 
grains  in  110  minims  also  contains  4.5  grams  in  100  cubic 
•centimetres,  and  so  on.

Charles  A.  &  G.  K.  Smith,  chemists  and  druggists, 
21  High  Street,  Ryde.  The  accused  was  remanded  on 
bail  for  the  police  to  mako  inquiries. 

Henry  Powell  (39),  surgical-instrument  maker,  Canon- 
bury,  was  committed  for  trial  by  the  North  London  Magis- 
trate on  August  24  on  a  charge  of  the  manslaughter  of 
Walter  Smith  (40),  an  Islington  horsekeeper.  Defendant 
said  the  deceased,  who  was  drunk,  had  insulted  his  wife. 
Powell  was  allowed  bail. 

Mr.  Thomas  Fairley,  F.I.C.,  public  analyst  for  Leeds., 
has  been  appointed  by  the  Hull  Town  Council  public 
analyst  for  that  city  until  the  end  of  the  year.  His  fees  will 
be  6s.  8c/.  per  sample  under  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
and  15.?.  per  sample  under  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding- stuffs 
Act  up  to  fifty  samples,  then  10s.  6c/.  per  sample. 

At  the  inquest  held  in  Lancaster  on  August  21  on  Annie 
Cookson  (13),  a  local  herbalist  appeared  to  give  evidence. 
He  stated  that  he  was  called  to  see  the  girl,  who  had  been- 
badly  scalded  on  the  arms  and  legs,  and  he  prescribed  arii 
ointment  to  cool  the  system.  It  consisted  chiefly  of  marsh- 
mallow,  white  wax,  gum  dust,  and  lard.  On  his  second! 
visit  he  found  the  girl  had  died.  Richard  Gelder,  a  chip- 
potato  dealer,  and  his  wife  were  detained  on  a  charge  of 
causing  death  by  neglect. 

Frederick  Lee,  labourer,  of  no  fixed  abode,  was  sen- 
tenced to  twenty-eight  days'  imprisonment  at  Coventry 
Police  Court,  on  August  26,  for  an  impudent  petty  theft 
of  perfume,  soap,  and  tooth-powder,  value  10c/.,  the  pro- 
perty of  Alderman  F.  Bird,  chemist  and  druggist,  156  Spon 
Street,  Coventry.  Prisoner  took  the  articles  whilst  a  mix- 
ture was  being  made  up  behind  the  dispensing-screen. 
On  searching  the  prisoner  a  bottle  of  pills,  obtained  from 
another  shop  in  the  town,  was  also  found  in  his  possession. 
There  were  many  previous  convictions  against  prisoner. 
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The  British  Association.  . 
Since  the  provisional   programme   of   the  Chemistry 
Section  was  announced,  Professor  Sir  James  Dewar  has 
promised  to  read  the  following  papers  : 

(a)  "  The  Liquefaction  of  Helium,"  by  Professor  Dr. 
Kamerlingh  Onnes. 

(6)  "  Anticipations  and  Experiments  on  the  Liquefaction 
of  Helium,"  by  Sir  James  Dewar. 

(c)  "  Note  on  a  Volatile  Compound  of  Cobalt  with  Carbon 
Monoxide,"  by  Dr.  Ludwig  Mond  and  others. 

"What  is  a  "Druggist"? 
The  above  question  arose  in  connection  with  the  water- 
charges  of  the  Mytholmroyd  (Yorks)  Urban  Council.  At 
the  Council's  meeting  on  August  20  it  was  stated  that  the 
tenant  of  a  drug-store  objected  to  the  rate  at  which  he  was 
charged  because  he  was  not  a  druggist.  Mr.  Simpson,  a 
member  of  the  Council,  said  he  had  referred  to  the 
dictionary  for  a  definition,  and  found  the  term  "  druggist  " 
is  applied  to  a  person  who  deals  in  drugs,  and  it  was  his 
opinion  that  the  proprietor  of  a  drug-store  is  such  a  person. 
He  said  there  was  a  similar  situation  at  Hebden  Bridge, 
where  an  unqualified  man  kept  a  drug-store.  The  Council 
decided  to  take  legal  steps  to  recover  the  water-charges 
objected  to. 

"Expensive  Medicines"  Defined. 
The  Local  Government  Board,  in  reply  to  a  question  by 
the  Winchmore  Board  of  Guardians  asking  for  a  definition 
of  the  term  "expensive  medicines,"  instance  the  following 
drugs,  etc.,  which  may  be  properly  regarded  as  expensive  : 
Antipyrin,  antiseptic  dressings,  cocaine,  cod-liver  oil, 
bromide  or  iodide  of  potassium,  phenacetin,  quinine,  salicy- 
late of  sodium,  serum  preparations,  tincture  of  digitalis, 
and  trional.  The  Winchmore  Guardians,  in  regard  to  the 
charges  already  presented  under  this  heading,  decided  to 
confer  with  the  medical  officers,  in  order  to  arrive  at  a  satis- 
factory arrangement. 

Franco-British  ^Exhibition. 
The  work  of  adjudicating  the  exhibits  at  Shepherd's 
Bush  will  be  commenced  by  the  jurors  on  September  15. 
The  total  number  of  exhibits  is  about  12,000.  Every  ex- 
hibitor has  been  required  to  reply  to  a  series  of  questions 
covering  particulars  of  the  products  exhibited,  nature  of 
the  industry,  specialities  of  the  firm,  and  other  points.  The 
following  are  the  groups  into  which  the  Exhibition  is 
divided  for  the  purpose  of  judging  ;  no  awards  will  be  made 
in  Education  or  Fine  Arts,  and  the  Alimentation  section 
has  already  been  judged  : 

Liberal  arts,  mechanical  engineering-,  electricity,  civil 
engineering,  transportation,  agriculture,  horticulture, 
forest  sports  and  fishing,  mines  and  metallurgy,  decoration 
and  furnishing,  textiles,  chemical  industries,  various  indus- 
tries, social  economy. 

The  awards  are  expected  to  be  made  known  by  the  end 
of  September.  Some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  the  jurors' 
task  may  be  gathered  from  the  fact  that  the  whole  of  the 
thirty-eight  dressing-rooms  of  the  Stadium  will  be  divided 
into  committee-rooms  for  the  use  of  eighty  iuries. 

Disinfection  of  Sick-rooms. 
Dr.  H.  R.  Kenwood,  B.Sc,  F.C.S.,  medical  officer  of 
health  for  Stoke  Newington,  in  his  recently  issued  report 
for  1907-8  gives  the  following  statistics  regarding  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  which  occurred  in  infected 
premises  in  his  district  which  were  disinfected  in  1906  by 
fumigation  with  formaldehyde  (alformant  lamp,  twenty- 
five  tablets  per  100  sq.  ft.  of  floor),  and  in  1907  by  spraying 
with  a  1-per-cent.  acid  solution  of  corrosive  sublimate  : 
1906  (Formaldehyde). 
One  hundred  and  twenty-five  homes  in  which  scarlet  fever 
occurred  were  disinfected;  579  people  resided  in  them,  and 
eleven  fresh  cases  were  reported. 

For  diphtheria  41  homes,  occupied  by  212  people,  were 
disinfected,  and  one  fresh  case  reported. 

1907  (Corrosive  Sublimate). 

Two  hundred  and  forty-nine  homes,  containing  1,036 
people,  were  disinfected  for  scarlet  fever,  and  24  fresh  cases 
were  reported. 

For  diphtheria  103_ homes,  with  542  people,  were  treated, 
and  15  subsequent  cases  were  reported. 

Dr.  Kenwood  concludes  that  from  the  standpoint  of 
efficiency  there  is  little  to  choose  between  the  methods, 
especially  as  both  represent  but  one  step  of  several  which 


are  necessary  for  the  complete  disinfection  of  the  room  and 
its  contents,  and  the  most  important  of  these  steps,  he  says, 
are  washing  down  with  soap  and  a  disinfecting  solution  of 
all  those  surfaces  on  which  dust  and  germs  can  settle,  and 
the  removal  of  all  articles  into  which  germs  can  penetrate 
for  steam-disinfection. 

Drug  Contract. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Rollesby  Board  of 
Guardians  (C  <£■  D.,  August  15,  p.  253)  to  consider  the 
workhouse  drug-supply  met  on  August  18,  and  recommended 
that  certain  chemists  at  Yarmouth  be  asked  to  tender.  The 
recommendation  was  confirmed  by  the  Guardians,  but 
another  proposal  for  a  medical  cabinet  at  the  workhouse  for 
the  doctors'  use  was  negatived  on  the  ground  of  unnecessary 
expense. 

Sale  of  Pood  and  Drugs  Acts. 
Mr.  A.  W.  Stokes,  Paddington  public  analyst,  last  year 
examined  the  following  drugs  :  Sal  volatile,  2 ;  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre,  4 ;  tartaric  acid,  10 ;  citric  acid,  6 ;  cream  of 
tartar,  6 ;  olive  oil,  2 ;  ammoniated  tincture  of  quinine,  2. 
All  were  genuine. 

The  Deptford  medical  officer  of  health  (Dr.  H.  W. 
Roberts),  in  his  annual  report  for  1907-8,  states  that  during 
the  year  the  following  samples  were  purchased  from 
vendors  and  on  analysis  were  found  to  be  genuine  :  Arrow- 
root, 1 ;  cream  of  tartar,  7  ;  glycerin,  1 ;  olive  oil,  1 ;  tar- 
taric acid,  6  ;  vinegar,  1. 

The  Stoke  Newington  public  analyst  (Dr.  H.  R.  Ken- 
wood, F.C.S.),  in  his  annual  report,  states  that  the 
following  articles  purchased  and  analysed  during  the  year 
were  found  to  be  genuine  :  Liquorice-powder,  2 ;  black 
pepper,  2 ;  vinegar.  1 ;  lime-water,  1 ;  preservative 
powder,  1 ;  brandy,  1 ;  prescription,  1 ;  cream  of  tartar,  1 ; 
white  pepper,  1. 

The  Lewisham  public  analyst  reports  that  the  following 
samples  were  examined  during  the  past  year  :  Tincture  of 
bark,  2;  compound  drug,  1;  lime-water,  2;  brandy,  2; 
arrowroot,  1;  olive  oil,  1;  mustard,  3;  pepper,  1.  One 
sample  of  lime-water  was  slightly  below  standard,  but  as  it 
was  probably  old  stock  no  action  was  taken.  One  of  the 
samples  of  tincture  of  bark  was  deficient  in  quinine,  com- 
pound tincture  of  bark  being  substituted,  and  the  vendor 
was  cautioned. 

The  Lambeth  medical  officer  of  health  (Dr.  Jos. 
Priestley),  in  his  annual  report,  records  that  of  sixty-two 
samples  of  drugs  examined,  six  (or  9.7  per  cent.)  were  de- 
clared by  Dr.  Muter,  the  analyst,  to  be  adulterated.  Of 
twenty-four  samples  of  beeswax  four  were  adulterated  with 
paraffin  and  resin  to  extent  of  25,  30,  55,  and  95  per  cent, 
respectively,  and  of  thirteen  samples  of  camphorated  oil 
one  was  not  made  with  olive  oil.  The  following  drugs 
were  genuine  :  Almond  oil,  3 ;  sugar  of  milk,  2  ;  fullers' 
earth,  2  ;  prescriptions,  3  ;  lime-water,  1 ;  cream  of  tartar,  1 ; 
Blaud's  pills,  1;  cod-liver  oil,  1;  tincture  of  iodine,  1; 
liquorice  powder,  1. 

Midland  Notes. 

The  University  of  Birmingham  has  two  successes  to  its 
credit  at  the  Organic  Chemistry  examination  of  the 
M.B.  London.  Both  were  privately  prepared  by  Mr.  F.  A. 
Alcock. 

The  Birmingham  Chamber  of  Commerce  is  trying  to  get 
the  tax  on  commercial  travellers  in  Cape  Colony  reduced, 
in  view  of  the  proposal  to  raise  it  from  25Z.  to  501.  per 
annum. 

A  panacea  for  pig  ailments  recommended  by  a  local  agri- 
cultural paper  is  fresh  new  milk  and  turpentine,  one  tea- 
spoonful  to  a  tablespoonful  of  the  latter  for  a  dose,  according 
to  age  of  the  animal. 

Colonel  Wyley  (Coventry)  is  designated  art  Treasurer 
to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  the  new  collegiate  church  of 
St.  Michael's,  Coventry,  and  pro-cathedral  of  the  proposed 
Warwickshire  diocese. 

In  regard  to  the  trapping  of  cats,  as  to  which  there  is  a 
controversy  in  the  "Mail,"  Mr.  Frederick  B.  Sleigh, 
chemist,  Hazelhurst,  Bescot,  advises  a  correspondent  "to 
make  a  tour  of  the  chemists'  shops  in  his  vicinity  and 
request  a  scrutiny  of  their  books.  It  is  a  punishable  offence 
to  lay  down  poison  with  intent  to  kill  domestic  animals.  I' 
am  a  chemist,  and  in  my  poisons-book  I  keep  pasted  an 
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•extract  from  this  Act.  I  have  brought  guilt  home  to  more 
tthan  one  cat  and  dog  murdering  scoundrel." 

Cricket. 

Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  C.C.  defeated  Wright, 
.Layman  &  Umney  C.C.  at  Mottingham  on  August  22. 
Scores  :  B.  W.  &  Co.,  128  for  four  wickets;  W.,  L.  &  U.,  30. 

Baiss  Brothers  &  Stevenson  C.C.  defeated  Davy  Hill 
&  Hodgkinson  C.C.  at  Crofton  Park  on  August  22. 
Scores  :  B.  B.  &  S.,  150  for  seven  wickets:  D.  H.  &  H., 
87. 

Potter  &  Clarke  C.C.  v.  Heron  C.C— This  match,  played 
at  The  Elms  on  August  22,  resulted  in  a  draw.  Heron, 
batting  first,  ran  up  a  total  of  86  runs  (Cullen  21  and  Blake 
22  not  out).  Potter  &  Clarke  had  a  hard  struggle  at  first, 
but  Desborough  and  Spencer  put  a  better  complexion  on  the 
game  by  carrying  the  score  to  50  runs  for  six  wickets,  which

'dismissed  for  60  runs,  the  Chemists  thus  winning  meri- 
toriously by  86  runs.

On 
Thursday,  August  20,  the  weather  being  as  usual  most 
unfavourable,  they  made  a  desperate  effort  to  break  the 
unenviable  record,  but  after  most  of  the  players  had  got 
wet  through  the  game  had  to  be  abandoned  once  more.  The 
teams  afterwards  adjourned  to  tea  at  Wright's  Restaurant, 
Moorhead,  but  the  vile  weather  sadly  affected  the  attend- 
ance. Mr.  Percy  Carr,  President  of  the  Sneffield  Club, 
■extended  a  welcome  to  the  guests,  and  Mr.  Charles  Carr 
responded  for  the  visitors,  Mr.  C.  H.  Twelves,  the  local 
•captain,  also  speaking.

.papers  in  every  house  as  fly-catchers. 

The  Proper  Plan. 

The  Governors  of  the  Sligo  County  Infirmary  have  granted 
ttheir  chemist  (Mr.  Denning)  one  month's  annual  leave, 
paying  his  substitute  30*.  a  week  during  his  absence. 

The  Sligo  Board  of  Guardians  have  granted  their  dis- 
penser (Mr.  F.  Denning)  one  month's  annual  leave,  appoint- 
ing a  substitute  at  21.  a  week  (hitherto  they  only  allowed 
11.  10;.),  and  the  L.G.B.  have  sanctioned  it. 

Fraud  on  Belfast  Chemists. 
A  curious  fraud  on  Messrs.  John  Clarke  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
■wholesale  druggists,  Corporation  Street,  Belfast,  was 
■revealed  at  Belfast  Police  Court  on  Monday,  August  24, 
when  a  man  named  Matthew  Stewart  was  prosecuted  by 
■the  City  Corporation  for  altering  two  weighbridge  tickets 
for  hay.  It  appeared  that  on  two  occasions  he  increased 
the  figures  on  the  ticket  and  was  paid  by  Messrs.  Clarke 
•for  a  considerable  amount  of  hay  which  they  never  received. 


The  Magistrates  fined  defendant  SI.  in  one  case  and  21. 
in  the  other,  with  special  costs. 

Personal. 

Strong  complaint  was  made  from  the  Bench  at  Warren- 
point  (co.  Down)  Petty  Sessions  last  week  by  Mr.  J.  E. 
Connor,  J. P.,  Ph.C,  of  Newry,  as  to  the  conduct  of  rowdy 
excursionists  in  the  town  on  Sunday  afternoons.  The 
Magistrates  expressed  themselves  as  determined  to  put 
down  the  rowdyism  in  future. 

Dr.  Samuel  Connor,  J. P.,  of  Coleraine,  Vic,  nephew  of 
the  late  Mr.  S.  Connor,  the  Medical  Hall,  Newry,  has  been 
visiting  the  old  country,  and  was  entertained  by  a  large 
number  of  his  friends  at  Newry  prior  to  his  return  to 
Australia.  Dr.  Connor  graduated  as  M.D.  of  the  Royal 
University  from  Queen's  College.  Belfast,  and  twenty  years 
ago  also  graduated  as  M.D.  at  Melbourne  University. 

Mr.  Horatio  Todd,  Ph.C,  72  Holywood  Road,  Belfast, 
has,  through  the  Belfast  Press,  warned  the  public  of  the 
practice  of  boys  going  round  to  private  houses  saying  that 
they  have  been  sent  from  certain  firms  in  search  of  orders. 
He  instances  a  case  where  a  boy  called  on  a  lady  last 
week  and  said  that  Mr.  Todd  had  sent  him  for  an  order. 
She  ordered  mineral  waters  and  was  just  about  to  give 
him  the  money  when  she  told  him  to  bring  the  account 
with  him  to  be  paid  on  delivery.  Mr.  Todd  knew  nothing 
about  the  matter. 

Recoupment  for  Special  Medicines. 
The  Local  Government  Board  have  written  to  the 
Limerick  Board  of  Guardians  in  connection  with  the  claim 
for  recoupment  in  respect  of  special  medical  requisites 
costing  111.  Is.  lid.,  which  were  obtained  from  Messrs. 
J.  P.  Evans  &  Co.  instead  of  from  the  regular  contractor. 
This  was  irregular,  and  the  Guardians  were  warned  that 
any  similar  payments  in  future  will  be  referred  to  the 
auditor.  The  Local  Government  Board  also  wrote  com- 
plaining that  certain  invoices  for  medicines  were  not 
properly  submitted — e.<7.,  the  name  of  the  manufacturer  of 
compressed  drugs,  etc.,  was  omitted. 

Medicines  for  Dromore  Guardians. 
At  last  week's  meeting  of  the  Dromore  West  Board  of 
Guardians  the  question  of  the  delivery  of  medicines  by 
Messrs.  Boileau  &  Boyd,  the  contractors,  again  came  up. 
The  Guardians  have  asked  the  Local  Government  Board 
to  cancel  the  contract,  but  no  attention  has  been  paid  to 
this  request.  Dr.  Clarke,  the  medical  officer,  now  com- 
plained that  when  he  ordered  medicines  from  the  contractors 
they  did  not  inform  him  when  they  were  sent  off  by  rail. 
The  railway-station,  Ballina,  is  fifteen  miles  from  the  dis- 
pensary, and  the  Clerk  has  to  send  that  distance  on  the 
chance  of  the  goods  being  there.  The  Board  talked  a  good 
deal  about  buying  the  medicines  nearer  at  hand,  and  ulti- 
mately passed  a  resolution  in  which  they  said  : 

We  consider  this  conduct  unprecedented  on  the  part  of 
the  contractor,  having  our  officials  hunting-  the  country  for 
these  goods  while  the  poor  suffer  for  want  of  same ;  we 
again  ask  you  to  allow  us  to  cancel  this  contract ;  we  wish 
to  remind  the  Board  they  supported  the  contractors  on  a 
former  occasion  in  their  neglect  in  supplying  medicines  to 
the  Skreen  dispensary  ;  there  should  be  no  excuse  for  the 
contractors  becoming  defaulters  so  soon  after  occasion  we 
have  referred  to.

Aberdeen  and  the  North. 

The  Northern  Co-operative  Co.,  Ltd.,  Aberdeen,  officials 
are  not  satisfied  with  the  central  drug-shop's  business,  but 
the  Chairman  said  at  the  annual  meeting  that  it  is  increasing 
every  week. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Tytler,  chemist,  Ballater,  is  publishing  as 
postcards  some  exceptionally  successful  pictures  of  the  in- 
terior of  Crathie  Church,  one  of  them  showing  the  Royal 
pew.  The  reputation  of  these  photographs  has  spread  to 
the  United  States,  whence  orders  have  been  received. 

In  dealing  with  the  wholesale  druggists  of  Aberdeen  we 
should  have  included  some  reference  to  Messrs.  William 
Sinclair  &  Co.,  whose  business  premises  are  in  Back  Wynd, 
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Aberdeen.  This  firm  of  wholesale  druggists,  drysalters, 
and  oilmen  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  city,  having  been 
established  in  Upperkirkgate  by  the  late  Mr.  Wm.  Sinclair 
more  than  three-quarters  of  a  century  ago.  The  business 
having  outgrown  the  accommodation  of  the  original 
premises  a  much  larger  warehouse  was  acquired  in 
12,  13,  and  14  Back  Wynd,  where  the  business  is  still  carried 
on  by  the  sole  partner,  Mr.  Alexander  Stephen,  who  has  had 
a  long  experience  in  the  wholesale  drug-trade  and  an  ex- 
tensive connection  from  Aberdeen  to  the  Orkney  and  Shet- 
land Islands.  The  firm  are  also  proprietors  of  the 
"Empress  Brand"  of  specialities. 

Dundee  Notes. 

Mr.  G.  C.  Whitelaw,  chemist  and  druggist,  at  present 
with  Messrs.  J.  Hardie  &  Son,  is  leaving  Dundee  for  Hong 
Kong. 

Members  of  the  Town  Council  say  that  the  supervision  of 
weights  and  measures  in  Dundee  is  practically  a  dead 
letter,  and  that  there  is  a  good  deal  of  swindling  done  by 
shopkeepers  who  ought  to  be  above  such  a  thing. 

Messrs.  Davidson  &  Gray,  chemists,  Nethergate,  have 
obtained  the  contract  for  the  supply  of  medicines  to  the 
Dundee  poor-houses,  the  amount  of  their  tender  being  2957. 
This  is  a  tit-bit  for  which  there  was  keen  competition  by 
wholesale  and  other  houses  in  Dundee  and  elsewhere. 
Glasgow  and  the  "West. 

A  branch  shop  has  been  opened  at  Whifflet  by  Mr.  R.  P. 
Kennedy,  Coatbridge. 

So  far  chemists  at  the  watering-places  in  the  west  have 
had  a  fairly  good  season. 

The  correspondence  which  was  carried  on  in  the  local 
press  regarding  "chemists  and  methylated  spirit"  has  now 
ceased. 

Mr.  Donald  McKenzie  has  been  successful  in  obtaining 
the  Kinninmont  prize  this  year.  He  is  a  pupil  of  Mr. 
John  Lothian,  Glasgow  School  of  Pharmacy. 

It  is  stated  that  during  the  coming  University  session 
in  Glasgow  there  is  likely  to  be  a  large  increase  in  the 
numbers  of  women  taking  up  the  study  of  medicine.  This 
has  made  a  local  poet  blossom  out  thus  :

A  Mishap. 

Miss  Blanche  Williams,  daughter  of  Mr.  H.  E.  Williams, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Whitechapel  Road,  London,  lost 
control  of  her  machine  while  cycling  down  a  steep  hill 
near  Pantglas,  Carmarthenshire  on  August  24,  and  dashed 
into  a  hedge.  The  young  lady,  who  recently  figured  in  a 
beauty  competition,  was  badly  injured  in  the  face. 

The  Newport  Accident. 

At  the  inquest  on  Mrs.  Eliza  Garrett,  the  wife  of  a 
Newport  chemist,  who  died  from  injuries  through  being  run 
over  by  a  motor-car  from  Cardiff,  the  jury  returned  a 
verdict  of  "Accidental  Death,"  and  exonerated  the 
chauffeur  from  blame,  witnesses  stating  that  he  did  his 
best  to  avoid  the  collision,  and  that  he  was  driving  slowly. 
Coroner  and  jury  expressed  their  sympathy  with  Mr. 
Garrett. 


Pharmaceutical  Formulas — For  the  seventh  time  in  ten 
years,  says  the  "  Pharmazeutische  Zeitung,"  the  well-known 
formula  book  issued  by  The  Chemist  and  Drtjggist  appears, 
and  the  edition  has  again  been  greatly  enlarged.  The  first 
edition  consisted  of  662  pages ;  the  new  seventh  edition  is  an 
imposing  volume  of  1,043  pages.  No  fewftr  than  140  pages  are 
devoted  to  new  formulas.  In  view  of  the  comprehensive 
details  supplied,  the  book  constitutes  a  source  of  valuable 
information  to  German  chemists  also. 


French  News. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Faith  Healer's  Death. — At  the  age  of  eighty-five,  a* 
curious  and  in  some  ways  interesting  personality  has  passedi. 
away  in  M.  Vigner,  of  Auvergne.  He  was  known  far  and. 
wide  in  the  district  as  a  faith  healer,  having  practised  for- 
ever fifty  years  among  the  peasantry,  and  of  late  years  he.- 
occasionally  had  visits  from  people  coming  from  different 
parts  of  Europe,  and  even  America.  He  took  no  fee  and 
gave  no  medicine. 

Robbery  of  Chemicals. — A  series  of  very  serious- 
robberies  are  reported  to  have  taken  place  on  the  premises 
of  M.  Henri  Boyer,  manufacturer  of  chemicals,  6  and  12 
rue  Barbette,  Paris.  The  amount  of  goods  stolen  is  stated 
to  be  as  high  as  3,000  OOOf.  (120,000.'.).  Ten  or  eleven  men 
have  been  arrested  in  connection  with  the  robberies,  which, 
were  carried  on  in  quite  an  organised  way,  with  ' '  receivers  " 
for  disposing  of  the  goods.  Part  of  the  gang  seem  to  have 
been  employed  in  M.  Boyer's  manufactory  and  warehouse. 
Certain  dealers  in  chemicals,  who  had  heard  that  the  police' 
were  on  the  alert,  voluntarily  brought  back  chemicals 
bought  under  dubious  circumstances  to  the  police  station 
at  the  rue  du  Temple,  Paris. 

The  Codex. — A  commissary  of  police  at  Sables  d'Olonne 
(Vendee)  visited  several  pharmacies  a  short  time  ago  and 
asked  the  owners  to  produce  their  Codex,  as  a  proof  that 
they  were  duly  observing  the  Royal  Ordinance  of  August  8, 
1816,  which  obliges  every  pharmacist  to  keep  the  last, 
edition  of  the  official  French  Pharmacopoeia  in  the  officine. 
Several  pharmaciens  protested,  and  were  told  that  a  sum- 
mons would  be  taken  out.  The  General  Association  has 
taken  up  the  matter,  and  has  addressed  a  letter  to  the- 
Minister  of  Justice,  pointing  out  tha'o  a  commissary  has- 
no  right  to  make  domiciliary  visits  of  the  kind,  unless- 
accompanied  by  members  of  the  Committee  of  Pharmacy 
Inspection,  and  can  only  take  out  summonses  on  the  demand 
of  these  inspectors.  It  is  also  mentioned  that  the  Codex 
is  practically  unobtainable  just  now,  the  stock  of  the  old! 
edition  being  exhausted  at  the  publishers',  and  the  new 
edition  not  having  yet  appeared.  To  put  it  mildly,  the- 
Commissary  appears  to  have  chosen  a  singular  moment  for 
his  sudden  display  of  more  or  less  legitimate  zeal. 

"  Taking  the  Waters." — The  July  number  of  "  Lectures- 
pour  Tous  "  (the  French  equivalent  of  the  English  popular 
illustrated  monthlies)  has  an  entertaining  article  on  French 
Spas  in  the  olden  time.  The  invariable  prescription  of 
Dr.  Delorme,  celebrated  during  the  seventeenth  century, 
was  "Go  and  take  the  waters."  It  is  true  that  in  those- 
days  Parisians  had  not  far  to  go.  The  waters  at  Auteuil, 
were  "operative,  detersive,  laxative,  and  desopilant " 
while  the  Passy  sources  (dear  to  Benjamin  Franklin  in- 
later  years)  were  still  more  precious,  having,  we  are  assured, 
an  "austere,  styptic,  acid  and  martial"  taste.  But  most 
of  the  popular  modern  resorts — Vals  and  Vichy,  Pougues 
and  Plombieres,  Cauterets  and  Spa — were  already  famous^ 
in  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV.  Madame  de  Sevigne's  coach- 
and-four  took  nine  days  to  reach  Vichy ;  but  she  did  not 
regret  the  journey.  Modern  dwellers  at  Vichy  may  sigh 
in  vain  for  the  days  when,  in  this  simple  village,  fowls 
were  "  threehalf pence  a  pair  and  everything  else  in  pro- 
portion," and  when  the  favourite  pastime  of  the  Parisians 
was  to  see  the  peasants  dance  the  "  bourree  "  on  the  village- 
green.  But  lest  it  be  supposed  that  our  forefathers  did 
not  "take  the  waters"  seriously,  it  may  be  well  to  addi 
that  at  Spa  one  used  at  4  a.m.,  to  take  one's  first  glass. 
Six  glasses  a  day  at  first,  increasing  to  sixteen,  "  or  more 
if  it  could  be  taken  without  inconvenience  "  ;  such  was_  the- 
system  of  "thorough"  in  Louis  XIV.'s  time.  (A  pinch 
of  fennel  or  aniseed  after  each  glass  was  recommended  by 
the  Faculty.)  The  moderate  Montaigne  limited  himself 
at  Plombieres  to  nine  large  glasses  per  day.  But  at 
I  Cauterets  in  the  "  spacious  days  of  great  Elizabeth  "  (1581), 
Monsieur  de  Thou  tossed  off  his  twenty-five  glasses  of  sul- 
phurous water  per  diem  and  was  looked  upon  with  con- 
tempt by  a  young  German  visitor — trained,  doubtless,  by 
a  long,  stern  series  of  beer-duels — who  drank,  we  ar& 
assured,  fifty  glasses  consecutively.

Cape  Colony. 

Spirituous  Medicines. — A  case  was  heard  by  Mr.  W.  A. 
<de  Vos,  A.R.M.,  in  the  George  Magistrate's  Court  on 
July  27  against  Sophina  C.  C.  Truter,  a  M'atje&driit  store- 
Lkeeper,  for  contravening  the  Liquor  Laws  by  selling  to 
Hcndrik  J.  Raubenheimer,  a  farmer,  333  dozen  bottles  of 
"Hoffman's  Droppels,"  31  dozen  "  Roode  Levendel,"  and 
19  dozen  "Jamaica  Ginger"  (C.  <£■  D.,  August  22,  p.  311). 
'The  defence  was  that  the  Liquor  Laws  had  not  been  contra- 
vened. Mattie  Jordaan  stated  she  was  the  manageress  of 
the  store,  and  sold  quantities  of  the  preparations  to  Rauben- 
'heimer,  and  also  largely  to  others,  but  she  did  not  know 
tthey  were  used  as  liquor  substitutes.  Raubenheimer  said  the 
.entries  were  correct  as  far  as  he  knew,  and  he  took  the 
preparations  as  a  pick-me-up,  and  could  consume  two  dozen 
■a  day  without  intoxicating  effect.  Mr.  J.  Lewis,  of  the 
'Government  Analytical  Laboratory,  gave  evidence  that 
■"Hoffman's  Droppels  "  contained  68  per  cent,  of  proof 
spirit  and  14  per  cent,  of  ether,  the  "Roode  Levendel" 
72.8  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  and  the  "Jamaica  Ginger"  91.5 
per  cent,  of  alcohol.  One  dozen  bottles  of  the  "  Droppels  " 
"Squalled  a  bottle  of  brandy  in  intoxicating  effect.  In  cross- 
examination  the  witness  stated  that  the  mixtures  were 
'bond-fide  Dutch  medicines.  The  Magistrate  found  the 
accused  guilty,  and  said  the  evidence  revealed  a  terrible 
state  of  affairs,  which  must  be  stopped.  A  fine  of  201. 
was  inflicted. — An  appeal  from  this  decision  was  heard  in 
-the  Supreme  Court,  Cape  Town,  by  the  Acting  Chief 
Justice  (Sir  John  Buchanan)  and  Mr.  Justice  Maasdorp,  on 
August  3.  Mr.  Watermayer  appeared  for  the  appellant 
{Sophina  C.  C.  Truter),  and  Mr.  Nightingale  for  the  Crown. 
Mr.  Watermayer,  in  opening  his  case,  said  it  was  of  some 
'importance  to  the  general  dealers  throughout  the  country. 
He  wished  to  take  two  points  : 

1.  That  these  medicines  were  not  intoxicating  liquors 
within  the  meaning  of  Act  38  of  1883. 

2.  Tb*t  a  special  exemption  wa»  given  under  Act  15  of 
1877,  and  even  if  the  medicines,  which  were  recognised 
Dutch  medicines,  contained  alcohol,  the  accused,  who  held  a 
general  dealer's  licence,  was  allowed  to  sell  them  under 
the  General  Dealers  Act. 

He  submitted  that  the  Legislature  intended  to  exempt 
Dutch  medicines  from  the  Liquor  Laws,  as  the  Dutch 
Medicine  Act  was  not  repealed  by  the  Liquor  Act.  Mr. 
Nightingale  said  if  that  argument  were  correct,  the  general 
■dealer  would  be  in  a  stronger  and  more  independent  position 
than  the  chemist  as  far  as  the  sale  of  Dutch  medicines  is 
concerned.  The  argument  was  continued  at  considerable 
[length.  The  Court  allowed  the  appeal.  The  Acting  Chief 
■Justice,  in  giving  judgment,  said  : 

The  Liquor  Act  says  that  "nothing  in  this  Act  shall 
apply  to  any  person  selling  any  spirituous  or  distilled 
perfume  or  perfumery";  also  "any  apothecary,  chemist, 
or  druggist,  who  may  administer  or  sell  any  spirituous, 
distilled,  or  fermented  liquors  for  medicinal  purposes,"  can 
do  so  without  a  licence.  The  Legislature  goes  further,  and 
says,  with  reference,  for  instance,  to  methylated  spirits, 
that  it  does  not  require  a  liquor  licence  or  chemist's  licence 
or  perfumery  licence,  but  a  general  dealer's  licence.  It 
has  exempted  also  all  homoeopathic  medicines,  and  medi- 
■cines  commonly  known  as  Dutch  medicines;  and  while 
•chemists  can  only  sell  spirituous  liquors  for  medicinal  pur- 
poses, the  general  dealer  can  sell  Dutch  medicines  or  "  any 
article  or  thins:  which,  although  used  as  a  medicine,  is  not 
solely  used  "  for  that  purpose.  The  Legislature,  he  con- 
tinued, has  thought  fit  to  place  the  sale  of  Dutch  medicines 
•on  a  very  liberal  footing — a  free  sale  without  any  restrictions 
'=at  all;  and  although  this  free  sale  may  be  abused,  that  is 
a  matter  for  the  Legislature  to  correct.   So  the  construction 


of  Act  15  of  1877  must  bo  that  a  general  dealer  has  a  free 
right  to  sell  as  much  Dutch  medicines  as  he  wishes  to  sell. 
There  is  no  restriction  upon  the  sale  placed  upon  him  in  any 
way,  nor  is  he.  like  the  chemist,  compelled  to  say  that  they 
are  applied  solely  for  medicinal  purposes. 

The  conviction  was  accordingly  quashed,  Mr.  Justice  Maas- 
dorp concurring.  The  Acting  Chief  Justice  hinted  that 
as  Parliament  was  then  sitting  it  had  an  excellent  chance 
of  amending  the  law  if  it  so  desired. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Bill   Withdrawn. — Shortlived   indeed   has   been  the 
"  Sale  of  Poisons  and  Proprietary  Medicines  Ordinance," 
which  the  Government  withdrew  barely  a  week  after  it  had 
been  gazetted  as  a  draft  Bill.    The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
organised  an  energetic  campaign  against  it  at  once  by 
supplying  the  "  Bloemfontein  Post  "  with  literature  on  the 
subject  from  the  columns  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
and  the  editor  rose  to  the  occasion  with  a  leading  article 
headed  "  Grandmotherly  Legislation,"  describing  the  Bill  as 
"legislation  run  mad;  a  farcical  combination  of  injustice 
and  absurdity,"  and  poured  ridicule  on  every  provision  of 
the   Ordinance.      The   Pharmaceutical    Society   met  on 
Tuesday,  July  28,  and  went  through  the  Bill  clause  by 
clause,  drawing  up  a  list  of  specific  objections  to  it  for  use 
in  a  letter  to  be  addressed  to  every  member  of  the  Legislature 
and  others  who  might  be  interested.    It  was  decided  to  ask 
the  Premier  to  receive  a  deputation  of  chemists,  and  to 
advise  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  that  the  Bill  was  an  inter- 
ference with  legitimate  trade.    Newspaper  paragraphs  were 
drawn  up  which  obtained  publication  in  both  "  The  Friend  " 
and  "  The  Post,"  stating  some  of  these  objections  on  the  part 
of  chemists,  and  personal  efforts  were  made  by  all  the 
chemists  in  Bloemfontein  to  influence  legislators  and  the 
public  against  the  Bill.    On  Thursday  morning,  July  30,  the 
President  (Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt)  received  private  information 
that  the  Government  were  making  some  alterations  in  the 
Bill ;  at  the  same  time  advice  was  received  from  various 
influential  quarters  that  neither  effort  must  be  spared  nor 
time  allowed  to  pass  if  the  Bill  was  to  be  defeated,  as  the 
Government  have  a  majority  of  twenty-nine  to  five  or  six 
constitutionalists   and  three  independent  members.  On 
Friday,  July  31,  a  special  meeting  of  the  committee  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  was  called  at  11  a.m.  to  hear  the 
views  of  the  chemist  members.    Arrangements  had  been 
made  for  the  Press  to  be  present,  and  the  whole  proceed- 
ings were  published  in  full  during  the  afternoon  by  "The 
Post."    In  the  early  evening  the  President  received  private 
advice  from  the  Attorney-General's  department  that  "  the 
Bill  would  not  be  put  forward  during  the  present  Session, 
as  it  contained  several  clauses  which  should  not  have  been 
included."    This  was  officially  confirmed  the  next  morn- 
ing by  a  message  to  the  President  from  the  Premier  to  the 
same  effect,  adding  "that  it  was  intended  to  give  the 
chemists  ample  opportunity  of  bringing  their  views  before 
the  Government."    "The  Friend"  (which  is  the  Govern- 
ment organ)  devoted  a  leading  article  to  an  apology  for  the 
Government's  withdrawal  and  an  attempt  at  justification ; 
and  "  The  Post  "  also  devoted  another  leader  to  the  subject, 
mixed  with  a  dissertation  on  the  recent  case  at  George  of 
the  conviction  of  a  storekeeper  for  selling  Dutch  medicines 
for  intoxicating  purposes,  and  concluding  with  the  observa- 
tion that  "harmless  and  reputable  medicine- vendors  may 
very  well  be  left  to  ply  their  legitimate  vocation  without 
any  such  arbitrary  interfering  grandmotherly  legislation  as 
that  which  was  recently  gazetted  in  the  Orange  River  Colony, 
but  now  fortunately*  withdrawn,   it  may  be  hoped  for 
ever,  from  public  notice."    That  another  attempt  will  be 
made  later  on  is  very  probable,  but  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  will  again  be  found  ready  and  powerful  enough  to 
protect  the  interests  of  chemists  against  any  undue  inter- 
ference. 

Transvaal. 

A  New  Business,  under  the  title  of  "  The  Belgravia  Phar- 
macy," has  been  opened  by  Mr.  A.  A.  Anderson  at  the 
corner  of  Berg  and  Marshall  Streets,  Jeppestown.  Mr. 
Anderson,  who  has  been  in  the  Transvaal  for  some  five 
years,  was  formerly  with  Mr.  J.  C.  Pirie,  of  Germiston. 

The  General  Business  Outlook  in  the  Transvaal  has 
been  distinctly  brighter  during  the  last  few  months.  The 
export  of  maize,  oranges,  and  coal,  which  the  Government 
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is  fostering  in  every  possible  manner,  is  playing  no  small 
part  in  the  revival.  The  output  of  gold  is  steadily  increasing, 
while  the  working-costs  are  being  reduced.  A  number  of 
mines  which  have  been  lying  idle  for  some  years  past  are 
being  reopened.  A  satisfactory  understanding  has  been 
arrived  at  between  the  Ministers  of  the  Het  Volk  Govern- 
ment and  the  leaders  of  the  mining  industry,  the  Minister 
of  Mines  (Mr.  De  Villiers)  recently  being  congratulated  by 
Sir  George  Farrar  on  his  policy. 

Acetic-acid  Duties. — In  the  Legislative  Assembly  on 
July  29,  Mr.  B.  O.  Jones  asked  the  Treasurer  whether,  in 
view  of  the  excessive  duty  imposed  on  acetic  acid,  which  has 
apparently  been  levied  to  stop  the  manufacture  of  vinegar 
from  the  imported  article,  he  will  consider  the  question  of 
a  rebate  on  such  acid  when  used  solely  for  the  manufacture 
of  purely  medicinal  preparations  so  that  the  duty  may 
remain  as  heretofore.  The  Treasurer  replied  that  the  Cus- 
toms Law,  the  Convention,  and  the  Protocol  contain  no 
provision  which  would  enable  him  to  give  the  rebate ;  and 
he  added  that,  for  the  year  ended  December  31  last,  the 
total  amount  of  acetic  acid  imported  into  the  Transvaal  for 
all  purposes  was  1.975  gals.,  value  526^. 

Personal. — Mr.  Robb,  of  Witbank,  of  the  firm  of  Messrs. 
Robb  &  McLees,  Middelburg  and  Witbank,  has  left  for  a 
trip  home.  During  his  absence  the  business  will  be  in  charge 
of  Mr.  A.  C.  Evans,  formerly  of  Pretoria. — Mr.  W.  Easter- 
brook,  of  Troyeville,  Johannesburg,  has  left  for  a  three- 
months'  shooting-trip  in  British  Central  Africa.  Mr.  For- 
tune, late  of  Messrs.  C.  E.  Gardner  &  Co.,  chemists,  Port 
Elizabeth,  is  looking  after  his  business  until  his  return. — 
Widespread  sympathy  is  felt  for  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  Tinker, 
of  Hanau  Street,  Jeppestown.  who  recently  lost  their  little 
daughter  (only  child).  Mrs.  Tinker  and  the  child  went  to 
England  some  months  since  for  a  trip,  and  only  a  few  weeks 
ago  Mr.  Tinker  received  tidings  of  the  sad  event  by  cable. — 
Mr.  R.  K.  Roberts,  of  Christiana,  has  removed  to  new  and 
more  commodious  premises. 

Mr.  Lewis  Thomas,  chemist  and  druggist,  Loveday 
Street,  Johannesburg,  has  been  unanimously  elected  Presi- 
dent of  the  Cambrian  Society  of  the  Transvaal  in  succes- 
sion to  Sir  Thomas  Price,  K.C.M.G.,  who  has  occupied 
that  position  for  many  years.  Mr.  Thomas  was  for  a  long 
period  managing  director  of  Loewensteins,  Ltd.,  whom  he 
left  two  years  ago  to  commence  business  on  his  own 
account,  which  business  he  has  conducted  successfully,  his 
speciality  being  mining-material.  He  was  one  of  the  three 
who  drafted  the  present  Pharmacy  Law.  The  chemists  here 
are,  naturally,  gratified  that  the  Welshmen  should  confer 
the  highest  honour  they  can  on  their  compatriot.  Mr. 
Thomas  is  not  now  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council, 
being  one  of  those  who  agreed  to  retire  after  ten  years' 
service  so  that  the  younger  chemists  might  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  gain  experience  in  such  administrative  work. 


India  and  the  East. 

(From  the  "  C.  cc  D."  Correspondent.) 


Cocaine  Smuggling. — The  den  of  a  notorious  smuggler  of 
cocaine,  named  Purshottam,  was  recently  raided  in  Calcutta 
by  the  Excise  Department.  It  required  ten  Excise  officers 
to  recure  Purshottam,  who  carried  on  his  illicit  business  with 
hardly  any  disguise. 

Proper  Packing  v.  Pilfering. — An  American  salesman 
suggested  the  following  remedy  to  the  Consul-General  for 
Calcutta  (Mr.  W.  H.  Michael)  to  stop  the  unbearable  state 
to  which  petty  thieving  on  vessels  has  attained — viz.,  all 
packages  should  be  iron-bound  to  make  the  practice  of 
meddling  with  them  too  difficult  and  dangerous  for  the 
average  ship-  or  warehouse-thief. 

Contraband. — A  Chinaman  was  prosecuted  before  the 
Eastern  Subdivisional  Magistrate,  Rangoon,  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Opium  and  Cocaine  Acts,  for  illicit  pos- 
session of  9  grains  of  morphine  and  2  grains  of  cocaine.  He 
was  found  guilty  under  Section  9  (c)  of  the  Opium  Act,  and 
was  sentenced  to  rigorous  imprisonment  for  twenty  days. 
Under  Section  48  (d)  Excise  Act  he  was  convicted  of  illegal 
possession  of  cocaine,  and  was  sentenced  to  one  week's 
rigorous  imprisonment. 


Soap-making  in  China. — The  Tsingtau  Consul  reports 
that  a  German  soap-factory  has  been  erected  in  that  city 
and  appears  to  have  met  with  considerable  success.  The 
toilet  soaps  are  said  to  be  much  superior  to  any  of  the  im- 
ported goods  purchasable  at  the  same  price,  whilst  in  regard 
to  soft-soap  a  novelty  is  the  packing  of  the  soap  in  enamel- 
granite-ware  buckets  holding  about  10  kilograms  and  selling 
at  $3.8  Mexican  (=  $1.03  gold).  This  mode  of  packing 
appeals  to  the  Chinese,  as  they  are  very  desirous  of  securing, 
enamelware,  and  the  price  for  the  soap  and  bucket  is  less- 
than  the  charge  of  the  retail  dealer  for  the  bucket  alone. 

Quinine  in  Bengal.- — The  Government  of  Bengal  is  con- 
sidering proposals  for  popularising  the  use  of  quinine  as  a* 
febrifuge  in  malaria-stricken  districts.  During  1907  some- 
22,500  parcels,  each  containing  102  pice-packets,  were  issued 
in  this  Province,  showing  an  unsatisfactory  decrease.  It 
has  been  suggested  that  the  rate  of  profit  is  too  small,  and. 
that  the  present  form  of  the  packet,  containing  7  grains  of 
dry  powder,  detracts  from  its  popularity.  Another  sugges- 
tion is  that  the  quinine  should  be  made  up  into  small  tablets. 
It  is  also  proposed  that  each  packet  should  contain  10  grains, 
instead  of  7,  but  it  is  recognised  that  the  price  of  packets- 
should  not  be  raised  above  one  pice. 

The  Testing  of  Indian  Timber  has  been  carried  out  by 
the  Forest  Department  at  Sibpur  English  College  during  the- 
past  few  years.  Results  of  tests  on  the  wood  of  Pi?ius  longi- 
folia  show  that  tapping  of  the  trees  for  resin  agrees  with.. 
results  already  obtained  in  America — namely,  that  the- 
tapping  does  not  weaken  the  timber,  but,  if  anything, 
strengthens  it,  while  the  removal  of  resins  makes  little  or- 
no  difference  to  the  liability  to  or  immunity  from  the  attack, 
of  insects.  Comparative  tests  of  398  timbers  from  trees, 
of  thirty-eight  species  with  wood  specimens  from  the 
British  colonies  and  America  show  that  the  Indian  timbers- 
hold  first  place  as  regards  shearing  and  bending  strength, 
and  are  not  excelled  in  rigidity. 

Opium  for  China. — The  exports  of  opium  from  Bombay 
to  China  during  the  financial  year  1907-8  were  extremely- 
irregular.  In  the  two  years  1898  to  1900  about  25,000  chests 
was  exported,  and  in  1901  24,000  chests.  Then  there  was- 
a  sudden  fall  to  17,500  chests  in  1902.  In  1904  the  exports 
rose  to  25,000  chests,  after  which  the  number  fell  to  13,000' 
in  1906-7,  rising  to  17,000  in  1907-8.  The  increase  last  year 
appeared  to  be  due  to  the  cheaper  prices  prevailing,  but  with- 
a  view  to  restrict  gradually  the  importation  of  Indian, 
opium  into  China,  it  has  been  agreed  between  the  English, 
Indian,  and  Chinese  Governments  that  the  quantity  of 
Malwa  opium  exported  during  the  calendar  year  1908. 
shall  not  exceed  15,100  chests.  The  total  revenue  in  1907-8: 
was  93^  lakhs,  against  83  lakhs  in  1905-7. 

Indian  Poisons  Act.- — According  to  the  Calcutta 
"  Capital,"  a  recent  copy  of  the  "  Indian  Gazette"  states 
that  yellow  and  red  arsenic,  aconite,  and  corrosive  sublimate 
have  been  added  to  the  white  arsenic  regulations  provided 
in  the  Poisons  Act  of  1904.  In  an  editorial  on  the  subject 
our  contemporary  refers  to  a  common  method  of 
administering  poison  under  the  name  of  "  mantram,"  or 
spell,  which  is  implicitly  believed  by  all  classes  of  Hindoos. 
A  "  piasse,"  or  devil,  is  shown  between  two  figures  marked 
on  a  couple  of  copper  sheets  (sold  at  high  prices)  and  de- 
posited anywhere  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  house  or- 
compound  of  the  person  it  is  desired  to  affect,  a  powder- 
being  supplied  to  mix  with  the  other's  food  by  the  would-be 
spell-caster.  The  powder  is  the  effective  agent.  The  article- 
goes  on  to  say  that  although  India  is  half-a-century  behind 
in  poison  legislation,  their  Legislative  Assembly  is  adopting-, 
the  same  policy  as  the  British  Parliament  in  first  recognising: 
by  the  1851  Act  arsenic  as  the  most  violent  and  largely-used' 
poison.  

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  will  be  strongly  opposed' 
in  the  House  of  Commons.  The  object  is  to  raise  a  discussion 
on  the  promiscuous  sale  of  poisons.  There  is  no  doubt  that  if 
a  man  wants  to  kill  himself  or  anybody  else  it  is  as  easy  re- 
purchase poison  for  the  deadly  deed  as  it  is  to  purchase 
cheese  or  bacon.  Any  horticultural  sundriesman,  or  paint 
and  colourman,  will  sell  you  enough  poison  in  bulk  to  send 
a  whole  village  to  kingdom  come.  But  whatever  restrictions- 
on  the  sale  of  poison  might  be,  it  would  always  be  obtainable- 
in  some  wav,  and  absolute  prohibition  is  of  course  impossible. 
It  is  the  drink  question  over  again.  And  it  requires  the- 
same  common-sense  treatment. — John  Bull.

The  Commonwealth. 

The  Opium  Act  and  the  Pharmacist. — Legislation  for 
"restricting  the  sale  of  opium  has  been  passed  in  several  of 
the  States,  and  it  is  now  necessary  for  the  retailer  to  keep  a 
-debit  and  crsdit  account  of  his  purchases  of  opium,  show- 
ing in  every  case  how  the  quantity  he  purchased  has  been 
■disposed  of,  not  merely  in  sales,  but  in  pharmaceutical  uses. 
Trouble  now  arises,  according  to  the  "  G.u.A..,"  in  account- 
ing for  the  loss  of  weight  in  opium,  through  the  natural 
dissipation  of  moisture. 

Reciprocity  with  Great  Britain. — In  the  course  of  an 
editorial  article  on  this  subject,  the  "CD. A."  says: 
"  The  position  in  the  United  Kingdom  has  not  varied  since 
Mr.  Joseph  Chamberlain  as  Colonial  Secretary  brought  the 
■question  of  reciprocity  under  the  notice  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain."  Reference  is  then  made 
to  the  clauses  in  the  Bills  now  before  the  Home  Parlia- 
ment, and  the  "  CD. A."  adds  : 

To  secure  reciprocity  it  will  be  necessary  under  the 
stricter  interpretation  for  the  conditions  of  examination  in 
the  Colonies  to  be  made  at  least  equal  to  those  in  Great 
Britain.  It  is  thought  that  the  qualification  in  Victoria 
wiil  as  a  matter  of  course  be  recognised,  and  if  other 
Australian  States  work  up  to  that  level  they  cannot  be  far 
wrong.  .  .  .  Why  reciprocity  and  the  curriculum  should 
be  mixed  up  in  the  same  clause  it  is  very  difficult  to  under- 
stand. It  points  to  the  inference  previously  hinted  at  in 
this  journal  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  trying  to 
make  use  of  the  popularity  of  Colonial  reciprocity  to  carry 
out  the  scheme  it  is  so  intent  upon  of  insisting  upon  a 
curriculum. 

Alcoholic  Liqt/ors  as  Medicines. — With  reference  to 
the  Brandt's  malt-extract  case  reported  in  our  issue  of 
August  22,  the  "  CD. A."  quotes  the  following  from  the 
South  Australian  Licensing  Act  (under  which  the  summons 
was  dismissed)  : 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  the  sale  of  liquor 
shall  not  apply  to  the  prescription  or  administration  of  any 
liquor  simply  as  medicine  or  for  medicinal  purposes  by  or 
under  the  direction  of  any  known  or  practising  physician, 
apothecary,  surgeon,  chemist,  or  druggist. 
In  Victoria  the  wording  is  even  more  definite,  and  is  as 
follows  : 

Nothing  in  this  Act"  shall  apply  to  any  apothecary,  regis- 
tered   pharmaceutical   chemist   or   druggist,    or  legally 
qualified  medical  practitioner  who  administers  or  sells  any 
spirituous  or  fermented  liquor  for  medicinal  purposes. 
The  New  South  WTales  and  Queensland  Acts  are  almost 
identical.   It  follows  from  these  extracts  that  the  Australian 
law  differs  essentially  from  the  old  English  law  which 
merely   enables    physicians,    apothecaries,    surgeons,  or 
chemists  to  use  spirits  or  spirituous  liquors  in  the  piepara- 
tion  of  medicines  for  sick,  lame,  and  distempered  persons. 

New  Zealand. 

A  Quackery  Prevention  Bill  was  read  a  first  time  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  on  June  30. 

The  Wairarapa  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  been 
formed,  with  headquarters  at  Masterton.  President,  Mr.  E. 
Eton ;  Vice-President,  Mr.  J.  Baillie ;  Secretary  and 
Treasurer,  Mr.  H.  T.  Wood;  Committee,  Messrs.  W.  H. 
Toohill  and  Tracy  P.  Wills.  This  Association  completes 
the  organisation  of  pharmacists  along  the  coast  from 
Wellington  to  Hawkes  Bay. 

Pharmacy  Act  Prosecution.— At  Christchurch  on  July  7, 
before  Mr.  H.  W.  Bishop,  S.M.,  George  Weston,  pro- 
prietor of  the  Health  Supply  Co.,  243  Cashel  Street,  Christ- 
church,  was  charged  with  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist  without  being  a  registered  chemist, 
and  with  dispensing  prescriptions  without  the  place  being 
in  charge  of  a  duly  registered  chemist.  The  Pharmacy 
Board  prosecuted.  Evidence  was  given  which  showed  that 
the  defendant  had  prescribed  and  supplied  medicines.  The 


defence  was  that  the  medicines  were  compounded  by  Mr. 
Andrew  Loasby,  chemist,  who  in  evidence  stated  that  he 
had  made  up  about  half-a-dozen  prescriptions  for  defendant, 
including  the  medicine  produced  in  court.  The  Magistrate, 
in  finding  the  charges  proved,  pointed  out  that  Loasby  lent 
himself  to  an  evasion  of  the  law  and  placed  himself  in  a  very 
awkward  position.  He  imposed  a  fine  of  21.  and  costs  in 
each  of  the  three  cases. 

Western  Australia. 

Opium  to  the  Value  of  300?.  was  found  on  the  beach  at 
Mandura  in  May,  and  lay  unsuspected  in  the  office  of  Mr. 
W.  W.  Garner  (F.  H.  Paulding  &  Co.),  Perth,  for  several 
weeks.  Mrs.  Garner  and  another  lady  were  walking  along 
the  ocean  beach  when  they  noticed  a  parcel  lying  in  the 
sea.  It  was  attached  to  about  45  ft.  of  line.  When  it 
was  hauled  up  the  bag  was  found  to  contain  two  large- 
sized  tins,  which  were  forwarded  to  Mr.  Garner  at  Perth, 
and  forgotten  for  a  time.  When  examined  one  tin  was  found 
to  contain  thirty-five  8-oz.  tins  of  opium.  The  other  con- 
tained fifteen  tins  of  the  best  Chinese  smoking-opium,  the 
retail  value  of  the  whole  being  300Z.  The  Customs  officials 
had  been  warned  that  a  large  quantity  of  opium  was  to  be 
landed  from  one  of  the  Singapore  boats  by  being  floated  to 
land,  and  it  is  believed  that  this  find  confirms  the  warning. 
Victoria. 

Grocers  and  Poisons. — At  the  South  Melbourne  Court 
on  July  15,  Thomas  H.  Whitworth,  grocer,  was  charged 
with  selling  a  poison — to  wit,  morphine,  a  preparation  of 
opium.  Mr.  H.  W.  Shillinglaw,  Secretary  of  the  Pharmacy 
Board,  deposed  that  Whitworth  was  not  a  registered 
chemist'  or  medical  practitioner.  Witness  was  questioned 
by  Mr.  Major  (who  appeared  for  defendant)  as  to  the 
publicity  given  by  the  Board  to  lists  of  poisons,  and  he 
admitted  that  grocers  were  not  warned  against  selling 
articles  of  proprietary  origin  which  contain  poisons.  The 
defendant,  in  evidence,  said  that  if  the  Pharmacy  Board 
would  furnish  the  Grocers'  Association  with  a  list  of 
medicines  which  they  were  not  to  sell,  he  did  not  think 
that  any  grocer  would  offer  them  for  sale.  An  applica- 
tion for  such  a  list  had  been  refused.  Mr.  Hartnell,  J. P., 
in  fining  defendant  10s.  and  51.  5s.  costs,  said  the  Bench 
were  of  opinion  that  grocers  should  be  informed  what 
articles  are  prohibited  for  sale  by  them.

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Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 


Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Association. — The  first 
annual  meeting  of  this  association  is  to  be  held  in  Toronto 
next  month.  It  is  expected  that  business  of  considerable 
importance  will  be  transacted. 

An  English  Pharmacy  in  Perugia  was  the  scene  of  a 
fatal  explosion  on  August  20,  occasioned  by  the  imprudence 
of  a  young  assistant  who  was  surreptitiously  making  an 
explosive  for  fishing-purposes,  when  it  "went  off"  and 
killed  him. 

State  Quinine. — Crete  has  now  joined  Italy  and  Greece 
in  establishing  a  State  monopoly  of  quinine,  which  will  be 
distributed  on  the  same  lines  as  in  Greece.  A  Bill  has  been 
sanctioned  by  the  Cretan  Parliament  empowering  the 
Government  to  introduce  State  quinine  free  of  duty  and 
other  charges,  leaving  the  fixing  of  the  retail  price  to  the 
Commissioner. 

The  Austrian  Pharmacists'  Society  has  marked  the 
occasion  of  the  sixtieth  year  of  the  reign  of  Emperor  Francis 
Joseph  by  founding  an  "Austrian  Pharmacists'  Home, 
Society  of  the  Green  Cross."  This  is  to  be  a  philanthropic 
undertaking  for  the  benefit  of  pharmacists  and  their  rela- 
tives, and  its  object  is  to  erect  homes,  convalescent  stations, 
and  health  establishments  for  their  benefit. 

Commercial  Travellers  in  Denmark. — The  number  of 
commercial  travellers  from  the  United  Kingdom  visiting 
Denmark  increased  in  1906  to  114,  against  fewer  than  100  in 
former  years.  The  number  of  German  travellers  was  1,100 
in  1906,  but  was  formerly  over  1,200.  It  is  proposed  to  re- 
move certain  restrictions  in  the  development  of  trade  by 
revising  the  present  irksome  regulations  affecting  com- 
mercial travellers. 

German  Apotheker  Verein. — The  annual  meeting  of  the 
German  Pharmaceutical  Association  will  be  held  in  Darm- 
stadt from  September  7  to  11.  The  proceedings  will  open 
with  a  reception  of  delegates  in  the  "  Saalbau,"  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  general  reception  of  all  the  members.  During 
the  meeting  Merck's  chemical-works,  one  of  the  features 
of  Darmstadt,  will  be  inspected.  Among  the  topics 
for  discussion  are  tne  Government's  Pharmacy  Bill,  official 
retail  prices,  the  Patent  Medicine  and  Sale  of  Medicines  by 
Unqualified  Persons  Bill,  professional  titles,  etc. 

German  Spirit. — The  "  Frankfurter  Zeitung  "  reports 
that  the  State  Treasury  have  drawn  up  two  alternative  pro- 
jects in  connection  with  the  taxation  of  spirit.  The  one 
consists  of  a  spirit  monopoly,  and  in  consequence  of  the 
opposition  offered  by  Bavaria  this  project  differs  in  certain 
respects  from  that  drawn  up  by  Stengel,  the  ex-Finance 
Minister.  The  other  scheme  embodies  a  reform  m  the 
spirit-duties  with  merely  an  increase  in  the  consumption 
duty,  and  allowing  for  provisional  duties.  The  Govern- 
ment is  more  favourably  disposed  towards  the  latter  pro- 
ject, as  it  is  considered  more  feasible  from  a  parliamentary 
point  of  view  than  a  monopoly. 

Morphia  and  Opium  in  China.— The  Peking  correspon- 
dent of  "  The  Times  "  writing  on  August  21,  states  that 
China  shows  no  relaxation  in  her  anti-opium  policy,  which, 
indeed,  seems  to  be  gaining  in  force  and  increasing  in  public 
favour.  A  formidable  difficulty  is  the  immense  importation 
of  morphia  and  hypodermic  appliances.  All  the  Powers, 
except  Japan,  have  given  their  assent  to  the  enforcement 
of  the  clauses  in  the  American  and  British  treaties  of  1902 
forbidding  the  importation  of  morphia  except  for  medicinal 
purposes,  and  a  similar  assent  on  the  part  of  Japan  is  ex- 
pected daily.  Japan  is  the  largest  manufacturer  of  hypo- 
dermic needles  and  other  appliances  for  the  use  of  morphia, 
but  there  is  a  considerable  local  manufacture  also.  The 
"Official  Gazette"  now  publishes  an  Imperial  edict,  dated 
July  16,  decreeing  that  Chinese  who  manufacture  morphia 
or  hypodermic  appliances,  or  shopkeepers  who  sell  morphia 
without  a  Customs  permit,  shall  be  banished  to  "  a  pesti- 
lential frontier  of  the  Empire"  and  have  their  shops  closed. 
The  edict  is  in  response  to  a  memorial  from  the  Ministry  of 
Laws  expressing  their  concurrence  in  the  memorial  of  the 
Governor  of  the  Kiang-su  province  urging  that  stringent 
measures  should  be  taken  to  suppress  the  use  of  morphia, 
which  he  characterises  as  a  virulent  poison,  and  the  manu- 
facture of  appliances  for  its  use.

High  Court  Case. 

Toilet-requisites  for  a  Duchess. 
In  the  Dublin  King's  Bench  Division  on  Tuesday.  August  25,. 
before  the  Master  of  the  Rolls  (sitting  as  Vacation  Judge), 
the  case  of  Rogers  v.  Duchess  of  Manchester  was  referred  to. 
Mr.  M.  B.  Cooper,  B.L.  (instructed  by  Mr.  R.  J.  Porter,, 
solicitor,  Belfast)  applied  on  behalf  of  the  plaintiff,  Mr- 
Frank  A.  Rogers,  chemist,  327  Oxford  Street,  London,  W., 
for  an  order  for  the  attendance  of  the  defendant  to  be- 
examined  as  to  her  means.  The  defendant  resides  at  Kyle- 
more,  co.  Galway.  The  plaintiff  had  obtained  a  judgment 
against  the  defendant  for  551.  12s.  lid.,  due  mainly  for? 
nursery  and  toilet  requisites,  and  the  Sheriff  had  made  at 
return  of  nulla  bona  on  the  judgment.  Counsel  said  the- 
defendant  was  moving  about  in  the  most  fashionable  circles; 
in  London  and  other  places,  but  the  plaintiff  could  not  gete 
his  money.  She  is  at  present  at  Palace  Mansions,  Bucking- 
ham Gate,' London,  but  her  residence  is  at  Kylemore.  The 
account  was  due  over  a  year,  and  counsel  asked  that  the* 
order  should  be  sent  by  registered  letter  to  each  of  the* 
two  addresses  mentioned. 

His  Lordship  refused  the  application,  observing  that  this- 
was  not  a  case  of  a  man  that  was  selling  his  farm  or  crops- 
and  retiring  to  America.  It  was  a  case  of  a  lady  who, 
according  to  the  affidavit,  was  moving  in  the  highest, 
society  in  London  in  splendid  style  and  in  luxury.  If  that 
were  so,  there  was  no  earthly  reason  why  this  application- 
should  not  stand  over  for  next  sittings.  Besides,  this  lady- 
was  not  at  present  in  his  iurisdiction.  It  was  not  an  urgent, 
matter,  and  he  would  allow  the  application  to  stand  over' 
until  next  sittings. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

What  is  Vinegar? 
At  Colne  (Lanes)  on  August  24,  Priscilla  Brown,  grocer,, 
was  summoned  for  selling  adulterated  malt  vinegar.  Mr. 
Wilson,  for  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  who  prose- 
cuted, explained  that  a  policeman  purchased  a  pint  of  malt, 
vinegar  from  the  defendant,  and  the  county  analyst  certi- 
fied that  it  contained  upwards  of  75  per  cent,  of  dilute- 
acetic  acid  of  4.5  strength  not  derived  from  malt.  Mr. 
Wilson  quoted  the  definition  of  vinegar  given  by  the- 
Recorder  for  Birmingham  :  "Vinegar  is  a  vegetable  juice- 
or  infusion  which  is  passed  through  alcoholic  and  acetous 
fermentation."  In  that  case  certain  interested  parties  were- 
trying  to  put  on  the  market  acetic  acid  and  sell  it  to  the- 
public  as  vinegar. 

Dr.  Sargent,  medical  officer  of  health  for  the  Council, 
supported  this  opening  statement  in  evidence,  and  added' 
that  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  had  defined  vinegar  as  being- 
prepared  from  a  mixture  of  malted  and  unmalted  grain  by 
acetous  fermentation.  It  contained  ingredients  other  than- 
a  mixture  of  acetic  acid  and  water. 

The  defendant  pleaded  "not  guilty,"  saying  that  she1- 
bought  it  for  malt  vinegar,  and  had  no  idea  it  was  anything- 
else.  ' 

The  Mayor,  in  finding  the  charge  proved,  said  the  Bench- 
had  no  doubt  defendant  got  the  vinegar  in  ignorance,  and! 
imposed  a  fine  of  10s.  and  costs.

■of  the  Belfast  Bankruptcy  Court  on  August  24,  on  the  applica- 
tion for  an  order  for  the  sale  of  the  furniture,  which,  it  was 
stated,  had  been  obtained  by  the  bankrupt's  wife  on  the 
hire-purchase  system.  After  arguments  by  Mr.  T.  J.  Camp- 
bell, the  Reg'strar  granted  the  order  for  the  sale  of  the  furni- 
ture on  behalf  of  the  bankrupt's  creditors.  In  so  doing,  he 
said  the  bankrupt  was  certainly  held  out  to  the  public  as  the 
owner  of  the  furniture,  and  no  matter  what  agreement  the 
wife  had  entered  into  it  could  not  prevent  the  bankrupt  from 
'being  the  reputed  owner  so  far  as  the  public  were  concerned.

— The  first  meeting  of  creditors 
was  held  at  the  Official  Receiver's  Offices,  High  Street,

353/.  17s.  6(7.  is  for  costs  in  the  action  against  Messrs. 
Hopkin  &  Williams  for  alleged  supplying  of  zinc  sulphate 
Tor  Epsom  salts.  The  debtor,  in  reply  to  the  Official 
Receiver,  confirmed  all  the  answers  given  at  his  preliminary 
•examination,  and  further  stated  he  had  been  the  victim  of 
■somewhat  unfortunate  circumstances  from  his  point  of  view, 
referring  particularly  to  the  action  as  the  cause  of  his  failure. 
He  brought  the  action  against  the  firm  upon  the  advice  of 
"his  solicitors  in  consequence  of  his  losing  money  by  the 
•customers  whom  he  had  supplied  with  the  salts.  The  defen- 
dants in  December  1907  had  written  to  debtor's  solicitors, 
Messrs.  Basset  &  Boucher,  Rochester,  and  offered  41/.  10s. 
:in  settlement,  each  party  to  pay  their  own  costs,  and  the 
reason  he  did  not  accept  it  was  because  he  left  it  to  his 
solicitors  to  decide.  They  thought  he  had  better  not  accent 
'this  sum.  and  he  went  on  with  the  action.  It  transpired  really 
that  the  whole  question  had  rested  upon  the  costs,  upon  which 
the  parties  could  not  agree,  and  debtor  thought  it  as  well  to 
fight  the  matter  out.  It  was  no  "  off-chance  "  on  his  part  that 
he  might  win  ;  he  thought  it  was  a  certainty  that  he  would 
win  the  day.  The  whole  thing  taken  together  had  brought 
him  to  his  present  position.  He  had  been  in  business  since 
1875  at  his  present  address,  Lligh  Street.  Rochester,  and  had 
■a  capital  of  over  300/.  when  he  started.  Asked  whether  a 
-person  with  the  ordinary  eye  could  not  have  distinguished 
"between  sulnhate  of  zinc  and  the  salts,  the  debtor  said  he 
could  not ;  it  was  most  difficult  to  distinguish  between  the  two 
by  appearance.  He  had  complaints  from  customers  about  the 
salts:  some  fifteen  or  sixteen  customers  complained  of  bad 
results,  and  they  had  assessed  their  damages  at  various  sums, 
'from  10s.  upwards,  according  to  the  various  circumstances 
and  how  long  they  were  ill,  and  so  forth.  If  it  had  not  been 
'for  this  action  he  should  now  have  been  going  on  in  his 
"business.  He  had  kept  certain  books,  and  had  made  out 
■balance-sheets  every  year  to  see  how  he  stood.  He  was  now 
doing  a  trade  of  about  5/.  ner  week,  and  still  carrying  on  the 
business.  After  questions  from  his  solicitor,  and  there  being 
no  opposition  on  the  nart  of  Messrs.  Hopkin  &  Williams  or 
other  creditors,  the  debtor  was  allowed  to  pass  subject  to 
•signing  notes.

Deaths. 


Becquerel. — The  death  at  Le  Crosic,  South  Brittany,  is 
announced  of  Professor  Henri  Becquerel,  President  of  the 
Paris  Academy  of  Sciences  for  the  current  year,  and  Per- 
manent Secretary  of  the  Physical  Sciences  Section  of  that 
body,  to  which  latter  high  position  he  was  elected  two 
months  ago.  He  was  fifty-six  years  of  age,  having  been 
born  in  Paris  in  1852,  and  came  of  a  line  of  prominent 
scientists,  being  the  son  of  Edmond  Becquerel  and  grandson 
of  Antoine  Becquerel,  who  were  both  members  of  the 
French  Institute.  He  was  educated  at  the  Ecole  Poly- 
technique  and  the  Ecole  des  Ponts  et  Chaussees.  He  re- 
mained for  more  than  ten  years  a  chief  engineer  in  the 
employ  of  the  Government,  and  was  elected  in  1889  member 
of  the  Institute,  and  in  1895  professor  of  physics  at  the 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  where  his  son,  Jean,  is  an 
assistant.  Professor  Henri  Becquerel's  investigations  into 
the  polarisation  of  light  led  to  his  discovery  of  the  invisible 
rays  of  uranium,  and  were  the  preface  of  the  discovery  of 
radium  by  M.  and  Mme.  Curie.  His  researches  were  recog- 
nised by  the  award  to  him  of  the  Nobel  prize  in  1903. 

Coulter. — At  Khartoum  from  sunstroke,  Mr.  Harold 
Coulter,  son  of  Mr.  George  Coulter,  chemist  and  druggist, 
Wetherby,  Yorkshire.  The  deceased  left  Newcastle  about 
seven  months  ago  to  superintend  the  office  staff  of  the 
Cleveland  Engineering  and  Bridge  Co.  at  Khartoum.

62  to  64  Westbar,  the  pre- 
sent premises.

A  Strangely  Delusive  Argument, 

says  "  Phar.  Chem.,"  was 
that  which  convinced  three  judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeal 
and  three  more  in  the  House  of  Lords,  in  1880,  that  the 
"person"  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  could  not  be  stretched  to 
include  a  company.  The  argument  has  passed  from  the 
domain  of  partisanship  into  the  region  of  history,  and  even 
those  who  represent  the  losers  might  by  this  time  be  sup- 
posed to  be  capable  of  weighing  it  without  prejudice.  The 
action  in  which  it  was  used  is,  perhaps,  the  leading,  but  is 
by  no  means  the  only,  case  by  which  the  legal  distinctions 
between  companies  and  individuals  have  been  defined,  and 
it  is  probably  not  too  much  to  say  that  there  is  not  now  a 
lawyer  living  who  does  not  accept  as  incontrovertible  the 
position  then  established.  At  the  time  the  contention  that  a 
company  might  do  what  was  prohibited  to  a  person  seemed 
to  most  of  us  the  perfection  of  absurdity;  but  even  then 
we  had  to  recognise  that  the  alternative  was  that  a  company 
could  not  carry  on  a  chemist's  business  at  all,  and  to  admit 
that,  so  far  as  the  reports  showed,  Parliament  had  never 
considered  this  result.  What  would  have  happened  if  the 
question  had  been  raised  in  1868  may  be  a  fair  topic  of 
speculation ;  but  what  Parliament  would  say  to  such  a 
proposal  to-day  is  not  a  matter  of  doubt,  "principles  of 
justice  and  equity"  notwithstanding. 

The  Metric  System 

has  but  a  poor  chance  of  being  adopted  in 
this  country,  as  was  shown  last  week,  if  its  prospects  are 
dependent  on  such  injudicious  pioneers  as  the  British 
Medical  Association.  How  the  decimal  points  would  fare 
at  the  hands  of  such  prescription-writers  as  have  been 
exposed  in  the  C.  <L-  D.  is  another  consideration  which  ought 
to  give  us  pause.  And  yet,  perhaps,  the  business  of  phar- 
macy is  about  the  best  to  experiment  on.  We  are  all  certi- 
fied to  be  acquainted  with  metric  weights  and  measures,  and 
we  are,  in  fact,  called  upon  to  exercise  ourselves  in  them 
to  some  extent.  Moreover,  in  our  case  there  would  be  no 
such  sacrifice  of  machinery  and  appliances  as  would  be 
involved  in  many  of  our  national  industries  if  a  law  com- 
pelling the  adoption  of  the  system  were  passed.  If,  there- 
fore, the  Decimal  Association  can  afford  the  risk,  it' should 
take  a  shop  in  the  West-end,  call  it  the  Metric  Pharmacy, 
and  there  sell  everything  by  the  gram  and  the  cubic  centi- 
metre only.  Surely  there  are  enough  sympathisers  with 
the  system  in  London  to  make  such  a  venture  pay.  These 
would  naturally  insist  on  their  doctors  prescribing  for  them 
scientifically,  and  the  only  difficulty  would  occur  when  the 
pay-desk  was  reached.  Pounds,  shillings,  and  pence  would 
have  to  be  recognised  there. 
A  "  Compleat  Practice  of  Physick," 

by  Lazarus  Riverius,  an 
English  translation  of  which  was  published  in  1655,  is 
referred  to  in  "The  Lancet"  of  last  week,  and  that 
•journal,  quoting  from  the  "St.  Mary's  Hospital 
Gazette,"  says  that  Mr.  R.  S.  Wilkinson,  who  contributes 
the  article  on  this  work,  considers  it  to  be  the  first  medical 
book  published  in  English.  That  depends  on  what  is 
meant  by  a  medical  book  and  also  on  what  is  meant  by 
English.  The  Saxon  Leechdoms,  made  available  to  us  by 
Mr.  Cockayne,  were  in  use  seven  hundred  years  earlier. 
There  were  herbals  and  controversial  books,  puffs  of  potable 
gold,  and  anathemas  against  it,  published  under  the  Tudors  ; 
while  earlier  still,  in  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  centuries,

were  apparently  a  favourite 
amusement  of  some  of  the  jolly  old  monks  who  dispensed! 
the  medicine  of  that  period  in  this  country.  There  are 
several  such  manuscripts  in  the  British  Museum,  but  the 
subjoined  specimen  is  taken  from  an  old  volume  of 
"  Archeologia,"  which  gave  a  copy  of  one  of  these  English, 
treatises  which  had  been  discovered  in  the  Royal  Library 
of  Stockholm,  and  this  was  rendered  into  intelligible  English 
by  Mr.  George  Stephens,  and  commented  on  by  him  and  by 
Dr.  Pettigrew,  who  ooth  attributed  the  composition  to  the 
fourteenth  century — contemporary,  say,  with  Chaucer.  The 
whole  treatise  consisted  of  1,485  lines,  and  dealt  with  a 
long  range  of  complaints  and  remedies.  The  particular 
section  quoted  below  is  entitled 
Hed  Werk 

in  the  margin,  and  the  prescription  is  for  the. treat- 
ment of  headache.    It  is  thus  expressed  : 

Amedicyn  I  hawe  in  Mynde 

For  hedwerk  to  tolle  as  I  fynde, 

To  taken  eysyl  pulyole  ryale 

And  camamyle  t  sethe  wt  all ; 

And  wt  ye  jous  anoyte  yi  nosthryll  welL 

A  make  aplaister  of  ye  toyerdel ; 

And  do  it  in  a  good  grete  clowte 

And  wynde  yi  heed  yer  wt  abowte; 

As  soon  as  it  be  leyde  yeron 

All  yi  hedwerk  xal  away  gon. 
"Eysyl"  in  the  third  line  of  the  above  is,  of  courcev 
vinegar,  and  "pulyole  ryale"  is  pennyroyal.  I  cannot 
find  "toyerdel  "  in  any  glossary,  but  I  should  think  it  is 
an  adaptation  of  the  Saxon  word  "  todael,"  to  distribute,  to- 
spread. 

To  Satisfy  Mere  Thirst, 

says  "  The  Lancet,"  pure  water  is-" 
all  that  is  needed.      The  usual  additions  to  it,  such  as-- 
alcohol,  tea,  coffee,  ginger,  citric  acid,  and  carbonic-acid? 
gas,  are  all  drugs.    The  term  "  drug  "  disparagingly  used  in1 
this  connection  is  apparently  intended  to  suggest  a  sort  of 
half-way  house  between  food  and  poison,  and  it  is  hinted7 
that  the  effect  of  thus  drugging  water  is  to  induce  people- 
to  drink  more  than  is  necessary  to  assuage  their  thirst. 
The  result  of  thus  "exceeding  the  liquid  requirements  of 
the  physiological  machine  "  is  that  "  the  normal  course  of 
metabolism  may  be  interfered  with  by  the  superfluous  fluid 
absorbed."    That  is  a  pretty  sort  of  threat  to  hold  over  us  ■ 
when  we  sit  down  to  our  innocent  cup  of  tea  or  refresh  - 
ourselves  with  a  draught  of  ginger-beer  ;  not  to  mention 
that  depraved  young  party  who,  with  sublime  indifference  - 
to  "The  Lancet"  and  its  own  metabolism,  applies  itcelf 
with  untiring  energy  to  the  insidious  emulsion  of  caseins . 
which  we  imagined  Nature  had  provided  for  it.  The- 
Emperor  Aurelian  said  of  one  of  his  generals  that  he  was 
born 

Non  Vivere  sed  Bibere. 

ihe  allusion  there  was,  of  course,  to- 
the  old  Falernian.  But  putting  the  question  of  alcohol, 
aside  altogether,  is  it  good  medical  advice  to  limit  our  con- 
sumption of  beverages  to  the  simple  task  of  assuaging, 
thirst?  Nature  insists  on  a  large  supply  of  fluids  for  the 
internal  economy,  and  in  her  vegetables  and  fruits  pro- 
vides these,  as  it  were,  surreptitiously.  Our  tendency  is 
to  concentrate  our  liquids  too  much.  Whisky-drinkere- 
are  diminishing  the  proportion  of  the  diluent,  and  medicine- 
takers  have  abandoned  the  old  teas  and  tisanes,  decoctions 
and  infusions,  for  teaspoonful  doses.  Then  they  have  to  go- 
to some  German  watering-place  to  get  an  excuse  for  imbibing 
more  fluid.  It  is  the  fact  that  we  are  born  to  drink,  and  a 
journal  so  anxious  for  the  hygienic  welfare  of  the  race  as- 
"  The  Lancet"  is  ought  to  be  thankful  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  those  condiments — like  tea,  coffee,  and  carbonic-acid' 
gas — which  tempt  us  to  meet  the  demand  without  the  aicT 
of  the  one  stimulant  to  drinking  which  our  forefathers 
were  obliged  to  depend  on.

Ebttotial  Comments, 

A  Colonial  Fiasco. 

The  Bill  to  regulate  the  sale  and  labelling  of  poisons  and 
proprietary  medicines  in  the  Orange  Eiver  Colony  has  been 
short-lived.  A  few  hours  after  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
of  August  22  was  published,  we  received  communications 
from  two  of  our  correspondents  in  South  Africa  telling 
us  that  the  Bill  had  been  withdrawn— for  the  present. 
Our  correspondent  in  the  Orange  Eiver  Colony  graphically 
describes  (p.  343)  the  events  which  led  up  to  the  Govern- 
ment's capitulation,  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  elaborate 
his  vivid  report.    Great  credit  is  due  to  Mr.  S.  S.  Hewitt 
(President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  the  Colony) 
for  the  energetic  action  which  he  took  in  the  matter,  and 
the  chemists  of  the  district  are  also  indebted  to  the  Chamber 
of  Commerce  for  backing  up  the  Society  in  its  efforts  to 
stop  the  hasty  and  ill-digested  legislation.    Although  the 
gazetted  notice  of  the  measure  was  in  the  name  of  Colonial 
Secretary  Fischer,  when  the  withdrawal  of  the  Bill  became 
imperative  on  public  grounds  the  organ  of  the  Government 
attributed  the  authorship  of  the  Bill  to  Dr.  Pratt  Yule, 
medical  officer  of  health  and  principal  medical  officer  of  the 
Government,  and  dismissed  the  subject  with  the  following 
remarks  : 

Dr  Pratt  Yule  did  his  mere  duty  in  drafting  the  Bill  on 
ideal  lines,  and  leaving  Parliament  to  cut  down  its  provi- 
sions within  the  limits  of  practical  politics,  an  operation 
which  the  present  Parliament  might  be  trusted  to  carry  out 
with  no  stint  of  thoroughness.  Whatever  else  can  be  under- 
stood from  the  withdrawal  of  the  Bill,  there  is  no  reflection 
on  Dr  Pratt  Yule.    He  has  his  sufficient  certificate  in  the 
great  enhancement  of  status  which  has  accrued  to  the  medi- 
cal profession  in  this  Colony,  through  the  special  legisla- 
tion of  which,  under  the  late  Government,  he  was  the  direct 
author.    Patients  have  been  protected  by  him  against  the 
tender  mercies  of  half-qualified  practitioners,  and  be  has 
safeguarded  the  public  health.    These  are  measures  which 
entitle  him  clearly  to  the  -ubhc  gratitude. 
Nowhere  else  in  the  reports  of  the  controversy  do  we  find 
Dr.  Pratt  Yule's  name  mentioned ;  but,  whether  he  is  culprit 
or  scapegoat,  we  take  it  that  the  responsibility  for  the  Bill 
rests  solely  with  the  Government,  upon  whose  instructions, 
presumably,  he  acted.    We  are  aware  that  a  section  of  the 
medical  members  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council 
have  somewhat  exaggerated  views  about  the  powers  given  in 
j.i     mn/i  c\*A\v><*ryna  qg  rpo-nrds  the  sale  of  medicinal  pre- 
parations.     They  seem  to  have  a  hankering  after  getting 
all  treatment  of  the  sick  into  the  hands  of  those  who  are 
registered  as  medical  practitioners  in  the  Colony,  and  they 
would  put  obstacles  in  the  way  of  the  public  buying  popular 
remedies.     This  policy,  if  carried  out  to  the  extreme, 
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would  mean  no  freedom  for  the  individual  and  would 
seriously  interfere  with  the  ordinary  trading  of  the  regis- 
tered chemists  of  the  Colony.  Consequently,  the  recent 
fiasco  ought  to  do  good  in  showing  the  extremists  what  the 
public  think  when  their  rights  are  threatened.  It  is 
interesting  to  observe  that  chemists  were  assisted  in  their 
efforts  to  scotch  the  Bill  by  the  information  which  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  has  published  during  the  last  few 
months  regarding  the  allied  legislation  in  Australia  and  New 
Zealand,  and  the  work  done  by  the  delegates  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  was  referred  to  with  good  effect. 


Malt  and  Oil  not  a  Food. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  has 
had  an  interesting  correspondence  with  the  Secretary  to 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  regarding  the  liability  to 
stamp-duty  of  extract  of  malt  and  cod-liver  oil.  It 
appears  that  a  Glasgow  firm  of  chemists  sold  this  with  the 
following  label  : 

Extract  of  Malt  with  Cod-liver  Oil. 

For  adults,  from  a  dessertspoonful  to  a  table- 
spoonful  ;  for  children,  one  to  two  teaspoonfuls, 
according'  to  age,  with  or  after  meals.  A  highly 
nutritious  food,  embracing  the  bone  and  muscle  pro- 
ducing elements  of  barley,  and  the  fat-forming  powers 
of  cod-liver  oil.  Easily  digested  and  palatable.  For 
delicate  children  and  invalids  it  is  invaluable. 

The  Glasgow  Inland  Revenue  office  informed  the  firm 
that  the  preparation  was  liable  to  duty  ;  this  statement  was 
confirmed  by  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  and  we  gather 
that  the  ground  of  liability  was  the  sentence  which  we 
have  italicised.  The  fact  that  the  preparation  is  a  known, 
admitted,  and  approved  remedy,  and  therefore  exempt 
from  stamp-duty,  was  pointed  out  to  the  Chief  Clerk  at 
Somerset  House,  whereupon  it  was  explained  that  the 
vendors  at  one  time  claimed  proprietary  right  in  the  pre- 
paration, and  on  the  principle  of  "once  liable,  always 
liable,"  the  exemption  was  in  this  case  inoperative  except 
by  the  courtesy  of  the  Board.  That  courtesy  has  since 
been  extended,  but  we  call  particular  attention  to  the 
principle  because  we  have  recently  had  more  than  one  other 
instance  of  its  application.  It  appears  to  be  not  sufficiently 
well  understood  in  the  trade  that  when  a  preparation  has 
been  at  any  time  sold  under  a  claim  to  proprietary  right, 
it  cannot  be  brought  under  the  exemption  by  removal 
of  the  claim  and  attaching  to  the  label  a  reference  to  the 
published  formula  or  a  list  of  the  medicinal  ingredients. 
The  preparation  is  still  the  same  in  composition,  which  fact 
can  be  determined  by  the  Government  Laboratory,  and  the 
official  records  enable  the  authorities  to  link  up  different 
sales  of  preparations  which  have  been  ear-marked  as  "  pro- 
prietary." The  Secretary  of  the  Chemists'  Defence 
Association  then,  in  the  above  case,  submitted  a  long 
argument  designed  to  show  that  malt  and  oil  is  a  food 
rather  than  a  medicine,  and  consequently  outside  the  scope 
of  the  Stamp  Acts.  We  may  recall  that  in  Alpe's  "  Handy 
Book  of  Medicine  Stamp-duty  "  (pp.  62-63),  referring  to 
maltine  with  cod-liver  oil,  the  following  statement  is 
made  : 

It  has  been  urged  that  cod-liver  oil  is  a  food,  and  not  a 
medicine  ;  but  whether  this  view  be  correct  or  not,  it  cannot 
be  denied  that  such  a  combination  as  the  above  is  an  officinal 
preparation.  Cod-liver  oil  is  a  drug  recognised  by  the 
Pharmacopoeia;  it  is  kept  in  stock  by  chemists  and  drug- 
gists only,  and  is  commonly  advertised  as  a  remedy  and 
therapeutic  agent.  No  one  would  think  of  taking  it  as  a 
food ;  it  is  prescribed  medicinally,  is  administered  in  doses, 
and  the  combination  is  clearly  one  to  be  used  internally  as 
a  medicine  for  the  preventon,  cure,  or  relief  of  a  certain 
class  of  ailments — i.e.,  wasting  diseases. 

The  argument  to  the  contrary  set  forward  by  the  Secretary 


to  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association  was  substantially  as 
follows  : 

A  cod-fish  or  its  liver  or  an  oil  expressed  from  its  liver  is 
a  food  pure  and  simple.  .  .  .  Malt  and  its  extract  are 
certainly  foods.  .  .  .  The  Acts  [say]  that  chemical  and 
officinal  preparations  recommended  for  the  prevention,  cure, 
or  relief  of  ailments  are  liable.  [But]  it  is  only  when  such 
chemical  and  officinal  preparations  (whatever  these  may  be) 
are  to  be  applied  to  the  human  body  as  medicines  or  medica- 
ments that  they  become  liable,  and  in  the  case  under  con- 
sideration they  are  not  recommended  as  medicines,  but  it  is 
expressly  stated  on  the  label  that  the  combination  is  a  food 
for  purposes  of  nutrition  only.  ...  If  an  article  is  a  true 
food,  I  cannot  see  that  the  word  "  officinal  "  has  any  bearing 
on  the  point,  no  matter  whether  its  meaning  be  "  sold  in  the 
shops,"  or  "officinal  in  the  Pharmacopoeia."  .  .  .  Malt 
extract  is  not  in  the  Pharmacopoeia,  nor  is  a  combination  of 
malt  extract  with  cod-liver  oil. 

The  Secretary  proceeded  to  argue  that  even  if  the  prepara- 
tion is  regarded  as  a  medicine  the  expressions  used  on  the 
label  are  on  the  boundary-line,  and  he  quoted  sentences  from 
the  "Kepler  Solution  "  label  which  are  "  quite  as  strong." 
In  due  course  Mr.  E.  E.  Stoodley  (Secretary  to  the  Board 
of  Inland  Revenue)  was  instructed  to  reply,  and  in  his 
letter  he  said  : 

The  charge  of  medicine  stamp-duty  is  levied  under  the 
Medicine  Stamp-duty  Acts  upon  "  all  .  .  .  chemical  and 
officinal  preparations  whatsoever,  to  be  used  or  applied 
externally  or  internally  as  medicines  or  medicaments  for 
the  prevention,  cure,  or  relief  of  any  disorder  or  complaint 
incident  to  or  in  any  way  affecting  the  human  body  .  .  . 
which  are  held  out  as  beneficial  to  the  prevention,  cure,  or 
relief  of  any  distemper,  malady,  ailment,  disorder,  or 
complaint  incident  to  or  in  any  wise  affecting  the  human 
body." 

The  Board  entertain  no  doubt  that  the  preparations  of 
malt  extract  and  cod-liver  oil  fall  to  be  regarded  as  officinal 
preparations,  and  are  therefore,  if  recommended,  liable  to 
medicine  stamp-duty,  and  for  this  reason  they  are  unable 
to  acquiesce  in  your  view  that  the  preparation  now  in  ques- 
tion is  of  the  nature  of  a  food,  and,  as  such  prima  facie 
escapes  the  charge. 

In  all  the  circumstances,  however,  the  Board  have  con- 
sented to  regard  the  words  upon  the  labels  "  for 
delicate  children  and  invalids,"  which  are  admittedly  near 
the  border-line  of  liability  so  far  as  recommendation  is 
concerned,  as  falling  outside  that  line,  and  accordingly 
malt  extract  and  cod-liver  oil  labelled  as  above  may  be  sold 
unstamped.  To  which  we  may  add  a  reminder  of  the 
known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies  exemption,  which 
also  applies,  and  permits  any  recommendation  without 
stamping  when  no  proprietary  right  or  secret  art  in  prepar- 
ing is  claimed. 

The  White  Cross  Congress. 

The  first  International  Congress  for  suppressing  the 
adulteration  of  foodstuffs  and  pharmaceutical  preparations 
will  be  held  in  the  University  of  Geneva  from  September  8 
to  12  (C.  cfc  D.,  June  27,  p.  958),  and  marks  the  first  practical 
result  achieved  by  the  Universal  Society  of  the  White  Cross 
of  Geneva.  This  Society  was  founded  with  the  object  of 
uniting  all  the  efforts  at  present  made  in  different  countries 
to  stamp  out  infectious  diseases,  including  tuberculosis, 
to  ameliorate  the  condition  and  health  of  the  people,  and 
especially  to  bring  about  international  agreements  on 
various  matters,  ranging  from  undertaking  common  steps 
towards  exterminating  mosquitoes,  flies,  and  other  carriers 
of  infectious  diseases,  to  effecting  uniform  international 
measures  dealing  with  the  sanitary  requirements  in  the 
mercantile  marine,  Mohamedan  pilgrimages,  the  plague, 
yellow  fever,  and  gipsies.  In  fact,  its  aim  is  "  to  accom- 
plish in  time  of  peace  that  which  the  Red  Cross  Society  will 
do  in  war-time."  The  various  national  organisations  de- 
voted to  this  work  will  not  be  interfered  with  in  any  way, 
but  the  results  obtained  will  be  turned  to  account  for  the 
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benefit  of  all  mankind.  From  the  funds  placed  at  its  dis- 
posal the  Society  will  endow  and  erect  laboratories,  in- 
stitutions, and  other  establishments  intended  to  further  its 
objects  ;  prizes  will  be  awarded  for  work  accomplished,  and 
competitions  opened  or  exhibitions  held.  The  data  col- 
lected will  be  published  in  the  form  of  a  "  Bulletin  of 
General  Health,"  and  will  be  supplied  to  the  Government 
to  assist  them  in  their  work  of  social  reform  and  prevention 
of  disease.  The  Society  is  being  actively  supported  by 
several  Governments,  and  it  aspires  to  teach  mankind  that 
the  budget  of  health  is  of  greater  importance  than  those  of 
all  the  other  State  departments  put  together,  and  that  to 
achieve  signal  success  in  repressing  all  dangers  to  health  it 
is  necessary  to  unite  forces  and  form  a  common  fund.  The 
Society  is  composed  of  "  benefactors,"  persons  who  have 
made  a  donation  of  at  least  201.  to  the  Society  ;  ' '  adherents, ' ' 
members  of  allied  societies  or  bodies  following  the  same 
objects,  annual  contribution  21.  ;  "titular  members,"  who 
pay  16-s.  ;  and  "  members,"  who  subscribe  4s.  lOd.  annually. 
The  programme  of  the  forthcoming  Congress  includes  the 
following  subjects  for  discussion  : 

1.  .The  existing-  state  of  measures  for  suppressing  the 
adulteration  of  foodstuffs  and  pharmaceutical  products  from 
an  international  point  of  view,  their  insufficiencies,  and  the 
necessity  for  an  international  agreement  on  this  question. 

2.  The  work  of  the  present  Congress. 

3.  Programme  of  the  White  Cross  Society. 

Foodstuffs  will,  for  the  purpose  of  discussion,  be  divided 
into  three  groups,  each  specialised  article  being  first  dealt 
with  in  a  separate  section  and  the  decisions  arrived  at  laid 
before  the  general  meeting  devoted  to  that  group.  The 
fourth  and  last  group  on  the  list  includes  natural  and 
artificial  mineral  waters,  lemonade  and  other  refreshing 
drinks,  and  crude  products,  chemical  and  galenical  pre- 
parations employed  in  pharmacy.  The  object  of  the 
Congress  is  to  establish  on  a  firm  basis  an  exact  definition 
of  the  meaning  conveyed  by  the  name  applied  to  a  foodstuff, 
and  what  requirements  such  an  article  should  answer; 
further,  to  determine  the  manipulations  an  article  has  to 
undergo  in  the  hands  of  middlemen  and  producers.  Its  ulti- 
mate object  is  the  elaboration  of  a  "  Codex  Alimentarius  " 
establishing  a  universal  standard  for  every  article  included 
under  the  title  of  its  scope  of  work.  Among  the  adherents 
of  the  Congress  are  Mr.  Charles  E.  Cassal,  F.I.C.  ;  Dr. 
G.  S.  Buchanan,  B.Sc,  Chief  Inspector  of  Foods,  Local 
Government  Board;  and  Mr.  Arthur  W.  T.  Edwards, 
Director  of  the  Municipal  Laboratory  of  Port  Louis  (Mauri- 
tius). France  and  the  United  States  are  strongly  repre- 
sented, such  names  appearing  as  those  of  M.  Ruau,  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  M.  Cruppi,  Minister  of  Commerce;  Pro- 
fessor d'Arsonval ;  Dr.  E.  Roux,  Director  of  the  Pasteur  In- 
stitute ;  Dr.  H.  Baron  de  Rothschild ;  Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley, 
Chief  of  the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Chemistry;  and  Mr.  B.  T. 
Fairchild,  of  New  York. 

The  Treatment  of  Syphilis. 

An  account  (extending  to  over  a  column)  of  Colonel 
Lambkin's  experiments  with  atoxyl  and  soamin  in  the 
treatment  of  syphilis  appeared  in  "  The  Times  "  on  Tuesday 
—a  most  unusual  subject  for  our  contemporary  to  treat, 
and  not  altogether  a  desirable  precedent.  Such  publica- 
tions in  lay  .  papers  are  generally  regarded  with  disfavour 
by  custodians  of  medical  ethics. 

The  British  Medical  Association  and  Opticians. 

At  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the  British  Medical 
Association  at  Sheffield  it  was  decided,  with  one  dissentient, 
that  the  Council  of  the  Association  should  proceed  to  apply 
to  his 'Majesty  for  a  Charter.  Drafts  of  this  have  been 
submitted  to  the  members  of  the  Association  from  time  to 


time,  and  the  final  revised  draft  was  approved.  Among  the 
powers  sought  for  in  the  Charter  is  the  right  to  take  pro- 
ceedings in  ethical  matters,  such  as  charges  of  infamous 
conduct  in  a  professional  respect  before  the  General  Medicai 
Council,  and  otherwise  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
members  of  the  Association.  Consequent  upon  some- 
remarks  which  appear  to  have  fallen  from  Sir  Victor 
Horsley,  there  is  a  feeling  among  chemist-opticians  and1 
others  engaged  in  the  spectacle-trade  that  one  of  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Association  in  seeking  these  powers  is  to  proceed1 
against  persons  who  are  engaged  in  sight-testing  for  hire. 
It  will  be  necessary,  therefore,  for  all  those  engaged  in  this 
business  to  watch  the  course  of  the  Charter  application 
narrowly,  and  we  understand  that  the  Privy  Council  will 
be  appealed  to  in  the  matter  as  far  as  the  rights  of  opticians 
are  concerned. 

Canadian  and  Colonial  Patents. 

We  are  informed  that,  in  accordance  with  the  promise 
which  was  made  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade' 
before  Parliament  rose,  a  small  Committee  will,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  holidays,  be  appointed  to  confer 
with  the  Imperial  Secretariat  as  to  the  best  method  of 
giving  effect  to  the  resolution  which  was  passed  unanimously 
at  the  Imperial  Conference  of  last  year  as  to  the  question 
of  Canadian  patents.  The  question,  which  was  asked  by 
Mr.  Joynson-Hicks,  who  by  a  curious  coincidence  displaced 
Mr.  Winston  Churchill  at  the  memorable  by-election,  was 
as  to  whether,  in  view  of  the  unanimous  resolution  of  the 
Conference  in  favour  of  such  uniformity  as  might  be 
practicable  in  the  granting  and  protection  of  trade-marks 
and  patents  within  the  British  Empire,  and  in  view,  also, 
of  the  effect  of  the  Patent  Act  of  1907  upon  Canadian 
manufactures,  such  as  agricultural  machinery,  he  asked" 
if  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  could  see 
his  way  to  make  proposals  to  the  Canadian  Government  of 
a  reciprocal  character  affecting  the  validity  of  the  patents 
in  both  countries.  The  Committee  will  consist  of  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Colonial  Office,  the  Board  of  Trade,  the 
Patent  Office,  and  other  Departments  concerned  in  the 
inquiry,  and  they  will  be  specially  charged  with  the  task 
of  ascertaining  the  views  of  the  whole  of  the  self-governing 
Colonies  upon  the  questions  at  issue. 

Explosives. 

The  thirty-second  annual  report  of  the  Inspector  of  Ex- 
plosives contains  information  principally  for  persons 
engaged  in  the  industry,  but  several  points  are  of  interest 
to  chemists.  Details  of  the  work  and  developments  made 
in  testing  explosives  under  the  late  Dr.  Dupre  are  given, 
his  chief  work  being  in  the  development  and  standardisation 
of  the  co-called  Abel  heat-test.  Since  his  death,  on  July  15, 
1907,  the  chemical  advisers  to  the  Department  have  been 
his  two  sons,  Messrs.  P.  V.  Dupre  and  F.  H.  Dupre.  Their 
report  shows  that  157  samples  out  of  558  explosives  ex- 
amined—an extremely  high  proportion— were  rejected.  The 
reason  for  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  rejections  being 
that  the  samples  contained  mercury.  The  promised  details 
of  the  mercury-test  are  included.  From  this  we  learn  that 
the  test  is  spectroscopic,  and  is  done  in  a  specially  con- 
structed vacuum  tube  immersed  in  hot  water  (90°  C), 
and  worked  with  a  strong  induction-coil.  The  spectrum  of 
nitrogen  is  eliminated  if  necessary  by  passing  a  stream 
of  hydrogen  through  the  cold  tube  before  exhaustion.  The 
following  lines  are  identified  before  mercury  is  certified  as 
present  :  Yellow,  5,790  and  5,769 ;  green,  5,461 ;  and  violet, 
4,359.  An  addition  is  made  to  the  process  specified  for  the 
preparation  of  the  heat-tests  papers,  the  paper  for  making 
the  test-papers  being  washed  twice  for  half  an  hour  each. 
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time  in  10-per-cent.  acetic-acid  solution,  and  then  washed 
■thoroughly  in  tap-water  (twelve  hours  in  running  water) 
and  rinsed  with  distilled  water.  The  reason  for  the  pro- 
cedure is  that  the  paper  sometimes  contains  a  substance  in- 
soluble in  water  which  liberates  iodine  in  the  presence  of 
■acetic  acid.  As  regards  the  inquiries  of  the  Department,  it  is 
reported  the  total  number  of  accidents  from  explosives 
during  the  year  was  414,  causing  sixty-three  deaths  and 
injuring  422  persons,  but  93  per  cent,  of  the  accidents 
-causing  death  or  injury  occurred  in  instances  to  which  the 
provisions  of  the  Explosives  Acts  do  not  apply.  Five  shop- 
keepers in  Gateshead  (of  whom  three  were  chemists  and 
druggists)  were  each  fined  Is.,  and  ll's.  6d.  costs,  for  selling- 
chlorate  of  potash  in  admixture  with  sulphur,  but  the 
accompanying  charges  of  manufacturing  an  explosive  in  an 
xinauthorised  place  and  selling  explosives  to  a  boy  under 
thirteen  years  of  age  were  withdrawn. 


The  Week's  Poisonings. 

TWELVE  suicides  and  five  misadventures  have  occurred 
with  poisons  during  the  week,  seven  deaths  being 
caused  by  unscheduled  poisons,  six  by  poisons  in  the  second 
part  of  the  schedule,  carbolic  acid  being  taken  in  four 
suicidal  cases,  while  in  two  cases  the  poison  required  regis- 
tration. In  two  cases  the  poisons  were  not  stated. 
Alexander  M.  Temple  (11),  a  Greenwich  boy,  returned 
home  with  some  "night-shade"  berries,  and  died  a  few 
-days  after,  evidently  from  eating  some  of  the  poisonous 
belladonna  fruit. — William  Graham  (65),  Belfast,  died  in 
the  hospital  through  drinking  a  disinfecting  fluid  called 
"Chandler's  Lea"  for  beer. — A  Belfast  woman  named 
Mary  Ann  Magrath  died  through  the  effects  of  taking  salts 
•of  lemon  solution  in  mistake  for  a  cough  mixture. — A 
verdict  of  poisoning  by  misadventure  was  returned  on  the 
body  of  a  three-year-old  child  named  Rowland  Dansey,  of 
Teddington.  who  took  "Cresoline"  while  playing  in  a 
bedroom.  The  Coroner  said  the  labelling  and  packing 
•of  the  preparation  conformed  with  the  poison  regulations, 
and  a  doctor  gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that  the  prepara- 
tion was  "much  stronger"  than  carbolic  acid. — Henry  A. 
Woolverton  (44),  a  Lewisham  commercial  traveller,  was 
found  dead  on  Borstal  Heath.  A  bottle  containing  a  soporific 
was  found  on  the  deceased,  another  by  his  side,  the  con- 
tents of  which  the  Coroner  could  not  identify,  and  a  third 
bottle  contained  chlorodyne.  The  jury  found  a  verdict  of 
suicide  whilst  temporarily  insane.  Death  was  due  to  veronal. 
— The  usual  verdict  was  also  returned  upon  Sarah  E. 
Sampson  (43),  Shoreham,  who  died  from  spirit  of  salt 
poisoning. — Samuel  Pembleton  (50),  a  Sheffield  gasworker, 
died  through  drinking  spirit  of  salt  in  mistake  for  whisky. 
— Margaret  E.  Fearnes  (58),  Broughton,  was  found  in  a 
collapsed  condition  in  one  of  the  public  parks,  and  died 
from  crrbolic-acid  poisoning. — Tom  Stone  (27),  grinder, 
Wolverhampton,  committed  suicide  by  taking  carbolic 
acid.  Xt  was  said  he  was  driven  to  desperation  by  lack 
of  work. — An  Aberdeen  butcher's  labourer  named  William 
Urquhart  (32),  also  drank  carbolic  acid  on  account  of  ill- 
health. — A  young  woman  of  Springburn,  Glasgow,  drank 
a  quantity  of  carbolic  a<~id  in  a  pawnshop,  and  died  in 
consequence. — John  W.  Iving  (49),  Nottingham,  was  found 
in  a  ditch  dying  from  opium  poisoning.  At  the  inquest 
it  was  stated  that  he  took  salt  of  lemon  in  beer  a  few  days 
previous  to  his  death,  and  the  same  night  some  oxalic  acid, 
but  he  recovered. — Mr.  G.  F.  Buckler,  commercial 
traveller,  Beeston,  Notts,  died  from  laudanum  poisoning. 
At  the  inquest  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of  suicide  while 
temporarily  insane. — James  A.  Simpson  (48),  the  post- 
master at  Grant  Street  sub-post-office,  Glasgow,  informed 
his  wife  on  his  return  from  work  that  he  had  taken  poison, 
and  he  died  within  half  an  hour. — Susannah  Knibbs  (67), 
an  Abingdon  widow,  committed  suicide  by  taking  poison, 
'but  the  kind  was  not  stated. — William  Spilsbury  (70),  a 
travelling  photographer,  was  found  dead  in  his  caravan  at 
"Newhall,  Burton -on-Trent.  with  a  cup  containing  cyanide  of 
potassium  by  his  side. — Charles  Bravford,  described  as  a 
dispenser,  was  found  in  a  surgery  at  Fenton,  Staffordshire, 
in  a  dying  condition  and  exoired  a  few  minutes  after  being 
found.  Strychnine  poisoning  is  believed  to  be  the  cause 
of  death. 


Franco-British  Exhibition. 


French  Perfumery. 

THIS  section  is  located  in  the  Palace  of  French 
Industries  (Building  13),  on  the  left  of  the  Court  of 
Honour.  It  is  an  artistic  show,  but  only  a  small  propor- 
tion of  the  many  firms  engaged  in  the  French  perfume 
industry  are  represented.  Most  of  the  fourteen  exhibits 
are  of  prepared  perfumery,  soaps,  skin  lotions, 
hair-washes,  cosmetiques,  and  other  toilet  preparations. 
Besides  these,  eight  Grasse  and  Paris  houses  show  raw 
products  for  the  manufacture  of  perfumery  and  essential 
oils.  These  are  in  sealed  glass  wall-cases,  and  there  are 
neither  descriptions  nor  attendants  to  explain  the  exhibits 
or  otherwise  foster  business. 

Messrs.  Lautier  Fils,  of  Grasse  and  London,  show  a 
large  model  of  their  distilleries.  Sweet-almond  oil, 
apricot-kernel  oil,  and  table  olive  oils  are  specialities 
of  this  firm,  and  giant  samples  of  each  are  exhibited. 
They  also  show  a  large  and  varied  assortment  of  essential 
oils,  pomades,  concrete  essences,  and  floral  waters.  The 
special  products  include  "  Kiou-Nouk  "  and  "  Melilotal," 
"Clair  de  Tolu  "  and  ''Clair  de  Styrax,"  which  are  the 
latest  novelties  for  the  compounding  of  fine  perfumery, 
each  having  a  distinctive  odour.  Thus,  "Melilotal"  has 
a  powerful  yet  soft  odour  resembling  broom  or  gorse,  and 
is  quite  new.  Samples  of  Cassie  pomades,  made  at  the 
firm's  factory  at  Beyrout,  are  also  shown.  Cassie  flowers 
are  much  cheaper  in  Syria  than  in  the  Alpes-Maritimes, 
and  the  firm  claim  to  be  the  largest  producers  of  the 
pomade  in  that  country.  Mont  Blanc  lavender  oil  is  also 
a  feature  ;  J.  B.  Lautier  was  the  first  to  distil  this  oil  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  village  of  Mont  Blanc  in  1835. 
This  oil  must  not  be  confounded  with  various  lavender 
oils  of  doubtful  origin  and  quality  sold  as  "  Mont  Blanc." 
The  firm  also  exhibit  samples  of  the  finest  Algerian 
geranium  oil  distilled  over  roses,  known  as  "Geranium 
Trappe  de  Staoueli,"  which  is  put  up  in  1-oz.  bottles.  This 
oil  has  been  distilled  by  Lautier  Fils  for  forty  years,  and 
is  practically  a  monopoly  granted  to  them  by  the  Trappist 
monks.  The  base  of  the  exhibit  comprises  natural 
concrete  and  semi-liquid  essences  and  floral  water  in 
coppers.  Mr.  W.  Naumann,  63  Bartholomew  Close, 
London,  E.C.,  is  sole  agent  for  the  United  Kingdom. 

M.  Antoine  Chiris,  also  of  Grasse,  whose  London  branch 
is  at  43  and  45  Great  Tower  Street,  E.C.,  has  a  commanding 
corner  position  on  the  right  of  the  entrance.  The  firm  of 
Chiris  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  trade,  and  the  exhibit 
is  a  thoroughly  representative  one.  Several  extra  large 
horns  of  civet  are  prominently  displayed  in  the  centre  of 
the  case,  together  with  original  caddies  of  Tonquin  musk, 
specimens  of  Siam  benzoin,  Florentine  orris,  vanilla,  tonka- 
beans,  lavender-flowers,  and  other  raw  materials.  There  is 
also  a  large  display  of  essential  oils  and  solid  and  liquid 
natural  perfumes,  these  including  jacinthe,  reseda, _  ceillet, 
jasmin,  rose,  iris,  orange,  tuberose,  violette.  cassie,  and 
mimosa.  These  natural  perfumes  are  manufactured  _  ex- 
clusively from  flowers  by  Chiris's  own  process.  African 
rose  geranium  oil  distilled  at  the  factory  at  Boufarik,  in 
Algeria,  is  also  exhibited,  together  with  coppers  of  rose 
and  orange-flower  water. 

Tombarel  Freres,  of  Grasse  (whose  London  agency  is  at 
69  and  70  Mark  Lane,  E.C.),  make  Bourbon  and  African 
geranium  and  patchouli  oils  a  feature  of  their  stand,  and 
prominence  is  also  gi\en  to  cassie,  rose,  and  tuberose 
pomades  in  tins.  Apricot-kernel,  or  so-called  peach- 
kernel  oil,  is  a  speciality  of  this  house. 

A  well-displayed  exhibit  is  that  of  Messrs.  Roure- 
Bertrand  Fils,  of  Grasse,  which  occupies  a  prominent 
position  immediately  on  the  left  of  the  entrance.  They 
show  a  large  variety  of  essential  oils,  chief  among  which 
nre  coppers  of  geranium  and  Bigarade  neroli  oils,  and  of 
solid  essences  they  have  a  full  range. 

The  Parfumeries  de  Seillans  (Var),  who  have  a  flower 
farm  at  Seillans,  show  a  collection  of  pomades  made  by  the 
onfleurage  system,  and  also  a  chassis  or  frame  used 
in  making  their  jasmin  perfume.  The  Distilleries 
Francaises  de  la  Vallee  des  Roses,  of  Paris,  have  a  small 
exhibit  showing  French  otto  of  rose  (Rodone)  in  coppers 
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and  fancy  bottles;  and  Messrs.  Espinasse  &  Pichelin, 
of  Grasse  and  Paris,  have  also  an  artistically  arranged  wall- 
case  displaying  -well-crystallised  vanilla  pods,  menthol, 
selected  tears  of  Siam  benzoin,  first  pile  Tonquin  musk, 
civet,  orris,  labdanum  (black  ambergris  from  Persia),  and 
other  raw  materials  for  perfumers. 

M.  Justin  Dupont,  of  Argenteuil,  manufacturer  of  arti- 
ficial essences,  devotes  his  exhibit  to  raw  materials,  these 
including  vanillal  (a  new  product  recommended  as  a  sub- 
stitute for  vanillin),  heliotropin,  methyl  cinnamate,  yara, 
muse  xyline  (large  pale  yellow  crystals),  bromo-coumarin, 
benzaphenone,  iso-borneol,  caryophyllene  (large  white 
needle  crystals),  ionone,  citral,  terpineol,  citronnellal,  etc. 
These  are  nicely  displayed,  and  full  particulars  about  them 
can  be  had  from  their  London  agents,  Messrs.  Spies  Bros. 
&  Co.,  102  Fenchurch  Street,  E.C. 

M.  L.  T.  Piver,  of  Paris,  has  an  exceedingly  effective 
and  pretty  display  in  the  form  of  an  open  stand  fitted  up 
in  the  French  modern  style  in  satinwood,  which  is  enhanced 
by  bright  copper-work.  Not  the  least  attractive  part  of 
this  exhibit  are  the  rich  floral  decorations  which  are  hand- 
painted  on  silk.  They  show'exquisite  taste  and  originality, 
and  have  been  much  admired  by  the  public.  Tauzin,  of 
Paris,  a  brilliant  representative  of  the  French  school,  is  the 
designer.  In  the  centre  of  the  stand  is  a  wrought-iron 
couronne  containing  some  200  electric  lamps,  and  on  the 
three  sides  of  the  stand  are  sets  of  stained-glass  windows, 
the  combined  effect  of  which  by  night  is  one  of  the  features 
of  this  section.  The  latest  Piver  creations  in  perfumes  are 
the  "  Floramye  "  and  "  Pompeia  "  types,  which  are  having 
an  extensive  sale;  they  are  priced  at  3s.  3c?.  per  bottle  up- 
wards, and  are  high-class  saleable  novelties  put  up  in  the 
quiet  dignified  style  so  essentially  French.  The  same 
remarks  apply  to  the  Piver  toilet-soaps,  face-powders,  and 
sachets,  which  are  also  put  up  in  similar  style  and  under  the 
above  names.  M.  Piver,  whose  London  depot  is  at  9  and  10 
Edward  Street,  Wardour  Street,  W.,  has  distributed  a  large 
quantity  of  advertising  material  such  as  perfumed  fans, 
calendars,  sachets,  etc.,  in  connection  with  this  exhibit. 

The  firm  of  Ed.  Pinaud,  18  Place  Vendome,  have  an 
elegant  shew  of  preparations  for  the  toilet,  mostly  displayed 
in  glass  cases  on  an  open  raised  stand.  Their  latest  pro- 
ductions in  perfumery  include  "  The  Flirt,"  "  La  Corrida," 
and  "  Garnet  d'Or,"  which  run  from  15s.  to  27s.  per  bottle. 
These  are  exquisitely  got-up.  The  famous  "  Eau  de 
Quinine"  and  "Pomade  Hongroise "  (of  which  Pinaud 
claims  to  be  the  originator)  have  a  prominent  place  on  the 
stand. 

Messrs.  Roger  &  Gallet,  2  Eue  de  la  Paix,  Paris,  have 
fitted  their  space  with  furniture  of  the  Louis-XVI.  style  by 
E.  Gallet,  and  no  more  artistic  setting  for  artistically  pro- 
duced perfumery  could  be  desired.  As  artistic  a  booklet, 
distributed  at  the  stall,  tells  that  their  latest  perfumery 
products  include  "Souvenir  de  la  Cour "  and  "  Fleurs 
d'Amour,"  and  they  have  to  be  seen  in  order  to  appreciate 
the  richness  of  the  manner  in  which  they  are  marketed. 

M.  Legrand,  of  Paris,  has  an  exhibit  designed  and  exe- 
cuted in  the  Renaissance  style  by  the  furnisher  to  the 
Russian  Imperial  Court.  It  is  a  tasteful  and  rich  display  of 
perfumery.  In  the  centre  of  the  avenue  are  several  closed 
exhibits,  including  that  of  M.  Houbigant,  of  19  Faubourg 
St.  Honore,  Paris,  whose  display  of  soaps,  perfumery,  etc., 
has  been  purchased  by  the  Army  and  Navy  Co-operative 
Society.  Particularly  striking  is  the  get-up  style  of  the 
"  Mes  Delices "  perfume  and  the  "Royal  Houbigant" 
soaps,  which  are  boxed  in  tablets  of  three  wrapped  in  paper 
of  delicate  art-blue.  A.  Botjrjois  et  Cie.,  of  Paris,  have 
a  large  display  of  their  "  L'aiglon "  perfume  and  Java 
powder  in  cream,  white,  and  pink.  The  firm  claim  that  the 
original  Java  powder  was  introduced  by  Alex.  Bourjois  in 
Paris  in  1860,  and  state  that  the  annual  sales  exceed 
2,000.000  boxes.  "  Creme  de  Java,"  rouge,  eyebrow- 
pencils,  and  other  aids  to  beauty  go  to  make  up  the  re- 
mainder of  the  case.  Les  Parfumes  de  J.  Daver,  of  Paris, 
form  a  small  display  of  dentifrices,  soaps,  and  perfumes. 
Fancy  toilet-soaps  and  face-powder  are  shown  by  Michatjd, 
of  Aubervilliers  (Seine),  in  this  case  also. 

The  Parfumerie  Erizma,  24  Rue  du  4  Septembre,  Paris, 
have  a  tastefully  displayed  show  of  their  perfumery  under 
the  titles  of  "  Thamyris,"  "  Sardoma,"  and  "Rose 
d'Amour,"  which  are  in  caskets  and  cartons  of  delicate  art- 


shades.  M.  Plassard,  of  Paris,  exhibits  his  "  Oxylol  " 
dentifrice  and  "  Suzclia  "  toilet-soaps.  Dr.  Roja,  of  Paris, 
makes  an  effective  exhibit  of  shampooing-liquid  in  fancy 
bottles,  and  A.  Monsequr,  of  255  Rue  St.  Honore,  Paris, 
has  a  speciality  of  hair-dyes  in  all  shades.  Dr.  Pierre, 
of  Paris  and  London,  shows  his  celebrated  Eau  denti- 
frice, and  there  is  also  a  tasteful  exhibit  of  "  Alcool  de 
Menthe  "  by  De  Ricqles  et  Cie.,  of  St.  Ouen  (Seine). 

Regarded  as  a  whole,  this  section  of  the  Exhibition  is  one 
of  the  most  attractive  of  the  many  fine  collections  at  Shep- 
herd's Bush.  Although  the  number  of  exhibitors  is  not 
large,  the  exhibits  are  representative,  and  no  one  in  the 
business  can  fail  to  see  new  ideas  in  design  by  inspection 
of  the  exhibits.

The  President,  speaking  to  these  recommendations,  spoke 
well  of  the  objects  of  the  Federation,  saying  that  it 
covered  ground  which  the  proposed  Chemists'  Defence 
Union  does  not.  The  Federation,  however,  had  not 
sufficient  funds. — Mr.  James  Cocks  also  spoke,  saying  that 
unless  the  Federation  was  reorganised  on  entirely  original 
lines  it  would  not  justify  continual  payment  of  an  annual 
subscription.  He  had  been  able  to  get  all  the  information 
and  advice  he  required  in  trade  matters  from  the  Chemists' 
Defence  Association.    He  moved — 

That  this  meeting  of  P.D.S.  and  District  Chemists* 
Association  is  of  opinion  that  the  time  has  arrived  when 
it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the  Federation  should  be 
reconstructed — i.e.,  with  regard  to  funds,  objects,_  and  re- 
organisation— and  that  a  strong  and  representative  com- 
mittee from  the  affiliated  Associations  be  elected  to  meet 
at  an  early  convenient  date  to  effect  this,  failing  which  it 
would  not  be  advisable  to  continue  its  existence.  The 
meeting  reaffirms  the  former  resolutions  forwarded  by  the 
Committee,  subject  to  the  above  being  effected. 
Mr.  F.  A.  Spear  seconded  this  motion,  and  after  some 
discussion  it  was  unanimously  carried. 
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[In  view  of  the  visit  of  members  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  to  Braemar  on  Thursday.  September  17, 
the  following'  description  of  the  journey  to  it  from  Aberdeen, 
and  of  a  fortnight's  business  experience  there  by  a  young 
pharmacist,  is  published.] 

TEE  back  door  of  17  Bloomsbury  Square  had  closed  behind 
me  as  I  stepped  into  Galen  Place  with  the  coveted  slip 
of  blue  paper  in  my  pocket,  hardly  realising  that  at  last 
I  was  a  "  Minor  Man."  Having  spent  two  years  in  one  of 
the  smartest,  up-to-date,  and  busiest  pharmacies  that  the 
West-Central  part  of  London  possesses,  I  did  not  relish  the 
idea  of  spending  another  summer  under  the  broiling  heat 
of  a  London  sun.  So  packing  up  my  "  goods  and  chattels  " 
I  sought  the  purer  air  of  my  native  hills  in  West  Aberdeen- 
shire, intending  to  spend  a  quiet  and  enjoyable  time  at  home. 
Scarcely  had  I  settled  down  when  I  received  a  note  re- 
questing me  to  do  a  fortnight's  locum  work  at  that  fashion- 
able village,  Braemar.  This  was  in  the  month  of  May. 
I  readily  accepted  the  invitation,  which  would  give  me  an 
opportunity  of  judging  for  myself  whether  there  is  any 
truth  in  the  statement  that — - 

Ae  mile  o'  Don's  worth  twa  o'  Dee, 
Except  for  salmon,  stane,  and  tree. 

A  few  days  afterwards  I  took  train  at  Aberdeen  for  Ballater, 
and  soon  I  was  speeding  through  scenery  which  far  surpassed 
in  beauty  and  grandeur  anything  that  I  had  ever  seen. 

On  leaving  the  train  at  Ballater  I  recognised  in  one  of 
the  officials  an  old  schoolmate,  who,  after  shaking  hands 
with  me,  introduced  me  to  the  driver  of  the  motor  'bus 
which  carries  one  to  Braemar.  Beside  him  I  sat  during  the 
lovely  eighteen-mile  run,  and  as  we  journeyed  he  pointed 
out  to  me  the  various  places  of  interest.  On  leaving  Ballater 
we  wended  our  way  round  the  "  Hill  of  Oaks,"  Craigen- 
darroch,  on  the  north  side  of  which  is  the  famous  Pass  of 
Ballater.  To  the  left  is  Brackley  House  and  Glenmuick 
House,  and  between  lies  the  beautiful  valley  of  the  Dee, 
while  on  our  right  are  fir-clad  hills  rising  higher  and  higher. 
As  the  journey  goes  one  dashes  through  an  avenue  of  birches 
and  pines,  which  restricts  the  view,  then  suddenly  emerges 
to  a  prospect  in  which  the  beauties  of  the  Dee  valley  and 
the  grandeur  of  the  snow-clad  summits  of  Lochnagar  are 
paramount.  Speeding  on  we  pass  Coillecriech  Inn,  next 
"  Inver  Inn,"  then  Abergeldie  Castle  (the  Prince  of  Wales's) 
on  the  left,  and  two  miles  ahead  we  came  to  Balmoral  Castle, 
the  Highland  residence  of  the  King,  while  up  on  the  right 
above  us  is  the  beautiful  red-tiled  Crathie  Church. 

Gradually  we  move  along,  crossing  the  Invercauld  Bridge, 
then  into  full  view  of  Invercauld  House,  the  family  seat  of 
the  Farquharsons  of  Invercauld.  It  is  a  stately  mansion, 
and  for  situation  is  unrivalled  on  Deeside.  Next  we  pass 
the  Lion's  Face  Bock  on  the  left,  and  sweep  round  the 
corner  of  Craig  Coynach,  at  last  coming  into  full  view  of 
Braemar,  with  Braemar  Castle  on  the  right.  Braemar  itself 
(shown  in  the  above  engraving)  is  divided  into  two  villages 
by  the  River  Clunie,  which  is  crossed  by  a  bridge  beside 
the  Mill  of  Clunie,  which  has  received  a  great  deal  of  atten- 
tion from  photographers.  Each  of  the  two  villages  has  its 
hotel,  named — naturally — after  the  landowner  of  the  dis- 
trict, the  village  of  Auchindryne  having  the  Fife  Arms 
Hotel,  while  that  of  the  Castleton  village  is  the  Invercauld 
Arms  Hotel. 

The  pharmacy  in  Braemar  is  one  of  the  most  compact  and 
well-kept  that  I  have  ever  seen.    Mr.  Clark  had  to  blast 


the  solid  rock  for  a  foundation  for  it,  and  he  built  the  place- 
after  a  year  or  two's  experience  of  what  the  season  and  the 
year  require.  Window  and  shop  correspond  in  cleanliness 
and  artistic  display,  and  I  had  absolutely  no  difficulty  in 
finding  my  way  about  among  the  innumerable  bottles,  etc. 
Of  necessity,  when  the  season  is  over,  there  must  be  a  long, 
weary  spell  of  dulness  in  trade,  but  our  friend  the 
pharmacist  utilises  even  this  quiet  time  in  a  manner  which 
reflects  credit  on  himself.  A  great  deal  has  been  said  lately 
about  the  good  old-fashioned  apprenticeship  days  when  the 
apprentice  was  taught  every  department  of  the  trade.  But 
here,  almost  sixty  miles  from  the  nearest  school  of  phar- 
macy, it  was  refreshing  to  find  a  splendidly  fitted-up 
laboratory,  with  all  the  necessary  chemical  reagents  for 
qualitative  analysis,  and  in  the  winter  months  good  work 
was  done.  The  estimation  of  nitrous  oxide  in  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre  had  been  done  practically  by  means  of  the  nitro- 
meter, while  percolations  were  quite  numerous.  The- 
apprentice's  knowledge  of  chemistry,  practical  and  theoreti- 
cal, as  well  as  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  would  put 
many  a  Minor  candidate  to  shame.  Botany  and  materia 
medica  were  subjects  only  in  their  elementary  stages  :  but 
prescription-reading  and  doses  were  a  strong  point,  and  will 
stand  in  good  stead  when  York  Place  or  Bloomsbury  Square- 
is  visited. 

The  Linn  of  Dee,  six  miles  from  Braemar,  where  the 
river  rushes  through  a  narrow  channel  of  rock;  the  Falls 
of  Corriemulzie,  three  miles  from  Braemar,  presenting  a 
miniature  glen  clad  with  verdure ;  and  Mar  Lodge,  th6- 
autumn  residence  of  the  Duke  of  Fife,  were  places  of  in- 
terest which  I  visited. 

The  excursion  party  on  September  17  will  not  be  dis- 
appointed with  the  beauty,  as  well  as  the  variety,  of  the 
scenery  of  Deeside,  but  will,  like  myself,  feel  benefited  by- 
the  healthy  and  hearty  welcome  extended  to  them  by  the- 
people  of  Braemar.  Cyanide.  (231/43.)

The  Annual  Reports  of  the  Secretaries  and  the  Treasurer- 
were  submitted  and  approved. 

The  Titles  op  Papers  received  for  the  general  meeting, 
in  Aberdeen  were  read  by  Mr.  Peck.  Mr.  W.  B.  Cowie, 
Edinburgh,  applied  for  a  grant  of  21.  for  expenses  incurred  in 
researches  on  scammony,  jalap,  and  other  drugs.  On  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Umney,  seconded  by  Mr.  Finnemore,  the 
grant  was  made.

The  charges  quoted  are  for  bed,  breakfast,  and  attendance.

Mr.  A.  R.  Clark,  chemist,  Braemar, 
may  help  them  in  this  matter.  Mr.  D.  Mitchell,  of  Inver- 
mess,  sends  us  the  following  note  : 

Members  of  the  Conference  resident  in  the  South  of 
England  who  purpose  attending  the  meetings  at  Aberdeen 
will  note  that  the  return  tourist  ticket  from  London  to 
Aberdeen,  third  class,  is  56s.,  but  for  60s.  the  ticket  is 
■available  as  far  north  as  Inverness.  Tickets  can  be  made 
out  iot  use  via  Dunkeld  on  the  outward  journey  and  via 
Aberdeen  on  the  return  journey,  or  vice  versa,  but  it  is 
-essential  that  passengers  when  booking  should  inform  the 
booking-clerk  by  which  route  they  intend  proceeding  in  each 
direction. 

'We  may  add  that  if  tickets  are  taken  by  the  L.  and  N.W. 
to  Aberdeen,  those  who  do  not  desire  to  return  to  Aber- 
deen from  Braemar,  but  to  take  the  coach  journey  to 
Dunkeld,  resume  the  railway  journey  at  Birnam,  joining 
the  South  train  at  Perth.  In  that  case  a  railway  ticket 
from  Birnam  to  Stanley  only  is  required.

Opium  Restrictions  dm  Canada. — The  Board  of  Trade  have 
recefved  a  copy  of  an  Act  which  was  assented  to  on  July  20 
last,  prohibiting  the  importation,  manufacture,  or  sale  of 
•crude  or  powdered  opium,  except  for  medicinal  purposes,  in 
'Canada.  It  is,  however,  provided  that  it  shall  not  be  an 
•offence  under  the  Act  to  sell  prohibited  opium  within  six 
months  after  the  Act  comes  into  force,  provided  that  such 
•opium  is  deposited  in  a  Customs  bonded  warehouse  for  export 
■under  regulations  established  by  the  Minister  of  Customs. 


British  Medicinal  Plants. 


AS  the  summer  wanes  the  addition  of  flowering  plants  to 
our  medicinal  flora  increases  but  slightly.  Beyond 
those  that  commence  their  flowering  period  in  June  and 
July,  many  of  which  continue  blossoming  even  into  Sep- 
tember, the  additions  made  this  month  are  comparatively 
few,  and  when  added  to  those  of  the  two  previous  months 
the  appearance  of  hedgerows  and  fields  is  but  slightly, 
if  at  all,  affected  in  their  floral  decoration.  The  most  notable 
additions  to  the  list  of  medicinal  plants  in  the  floral  calendar 
are  representatives  of  the  natural  orders  Labiatce  and  Com- 
posites ;  both  orders,  as  we  have  already  mentioned,  being 
important  in  furnishing  a  large  number  of  plants  producing 
many  economic  products  of  a  very  varied  character. 

In  the  Labiatce  we  may  look  for  two  species  of  the  genus 
Mentha  commencing  their  flowering  stage  in  August — 
namely,  Mentha  piperita  and  M.  Pulegium,  the  first  being 
the  well-known  peppermint  and  the  second  pennyroyal. 
Though  peppermint  is  found  in  damp  places  over  a  wide 
range  from  Scotland  southwards,  it  is  considered  a  doubtful 
native  plant ;  its  cultivation,  however,  is  carried  on  exten- 
sively in  this  country,  as  well  as  in  France.  Germany,  and 
North  America,  and  also  in  Southern  India.  Its  early 
cultivation  at  Mitcham  under  two  distinct  varieties,  known 
as  black  and  white  peppermint  is  a  fact  too  well  known 
to  need  more  than  a  reference  here.  The  prostrate  habit  of 
pennyroyal,  with  its  fibrous  creeping  roots  and  dense 
axillary  whorls  of  flowers,  and  its  love  of  moisture  make  it 
a  suitable  plant  for  a  damp  position  in  a  rock-garden.  The 
plant  may  be  found  in  a  wild  state  under  these  conditions  in 
many  parts  of  England  and  Ireland,  though  only  as  a 
naturalised  plant  in  Scotland.  In  Composite  perhaps  the 
two  most  important  plants  from  a  pharmaceutical  point  of 
view  are  the  tansy  (Tanacetum  vulgare)  and  the  wormwood

(Artemisia  Absinthium),  both  of  which  belong  to  the  tribe 
Anthemidece.  In  both  genera  the  flowers  of  the  disk  and 
ray  are  all  tubular,  and  the  receptacle  naked  and  without 
pappus.  The  ray  and  disk  florets  are  shown  in  the  figure 
of  the  tansy  (fig.  1)  at  a  and  b  respectively.  The  tansy  is 
common  in  waste  places  throughout  England,  and  is  often 
cultivated  in  gardens.  Besides  the  varied  medicinal  uses 
with  which  the  tansy  was  at  one  time  credited,  the  young 
leaves  were  used  for  colouring  and  flavouring  puddings, 
cakes,  and  omelets,  as  well  as  in  brewing  as  a  substitute 
for  hops.  Withering  says  that  meat  rubbed  over  with  the 
plant  is  effectually  preserved  from  the  attacks  of  flies,  and 
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at  one  time  the  foliage  was  used  to  place  in  beds  to  keep 
away  bugs.  The  wormwood,  which  is  common  in  waste 
places  in  many  parts  of  England,  is  rare  in  the  North  and 
West  of  Scotland,  and  doubtfully  native  in  Ireland.  The

smallish  flower-heads  are  collected  in  leafy  erect  panicles. 
The  involucre  consists  of  imbricated  scales,  the  outside  ones 
small  and  subulate,  the  inner  ovate  and  scarious ;  the  disk 
florets  are  numerous,  five-cleft  at  the  margin,  with  five  short

stamens 'and  two'large  recurved  styles  ;  the  ray  flowers  are 
fertile,  short,  ovate,  subulate,  with  a  bifid  style.  As  in 
Tanacttum,'  there  is  no  pappus.    These  points  are  shown  in 


fig.  2.  The  strong  aromatic  smell  and  intensely  bitter  taste 
of  the  wormwood,  as  well  as  its  uses,  are  well  known.  Like 
the  tansy,  it  was  at  one  time  used  to  drive  away  fleas  and! 
other  insects. 

Turning  to  the  Malvaczce,  an  order  widely  separated  from 
the  Composites,  and  of  a  totally  different  character,  both 
botanically  and  economically,  we  may  look  for,  and  expect 
to  find,  one  of  the  best-known  plants  in  the  order  in  flower 
during  the  present  month — namely,  the  marshmallow 
(Altheca  officinalis).  It  is  abundant  in  many  parts  of  Eng- 
land, especially  in  marshes  near  the  sea-coast,  and  is  found? 
also  in  Ireland,  but  only  as  an  introduced  plant  in  Scotland. 
In  this  plant  it  is  worth  noting  that  the  flower  has  a  double 
calyx,  the  outer  having  from  six  to  nine  deep  segments  and? 
the  inner  five  broader  ones.  The  staminal  column  is- 
cylindrical,  the  filaments  being  united  at  the  base  and' 
free  above,  tipped  with  reniform  anthers.  The  harmless- 
mucilaginous  nature  of  the  marshmallow  is  a  typical) 
character  of  the  whole  order. 

Other  plants  to  be  found  in  flower  at  present  are  the 
stinking  goosefoot  (Chenopodium,  vidgare),  the  foetid  smell 
of  which  has  given  it  its  common  name,  though  the  plant 
had  a  reputation  in  old  days  as  a  remedy  for  hysteria,  and 
the  water-pepper  (Polygonum  [Elatine]  Hydropiper).  Thi& 
is  found  in  damp  or  watery  places,  has  a  pungent  acrid 
taste,  and  at  one  time  had  the  reputation  of  being  a  good 
diuretic.  Both  these  plants  belong  to  closely  allied  naturail 
orders — namely,  Chenopocliacece  and  Polygoneee  respec- 
tively. The  curious  fibrous-rooted  annual  parasite  the 
greater  dodder  may  be  also  found  in  flower  at  the  present 
time,  though  its  occurrence  is  not  frequent.  It  belongs  to 
the  climbing  order  Convolvulaceee.  By  the  old  writers  its 
medicinal  properties  were  supposed  to  vary  according  to  the 
plant  upon  which  it  grew.

The  first  part,  by  F.  Lernik,  is  devoted  to  new- 
remedies;  the  second  to  specialities  and  secret  remedies;  the- 
third  to  seven  monographs  resulting  from  researches  of_a< 
more  ambitious  nature  than  the  examination  of  patent  medi- 
cines, including  the  study  of  coconut  oil  and  caoutchouc. 
In  the  last  part  of  the  volume  a  modification  of  Curvasco- 
and  Plancher's  apparatus  for  ultimate  analysis  is  described.]?

Extraction  of  Teeth.  By  F.  Coleman,  L.E.C.P.,  L  D  S. 
Crown  8vo.  Pp.  viii+158.  3s.  net.  (London  :  H.  X. 
Lewis.) 

In  the  opening  chapter  the  author  indicates  the  teeth 
-which  it  is  necessary  to  extract,  and  after  describing  the 
.method  of  extraction  for  each  tooth  and  the  forceps  best 
-suited  in  each  case,  he  tabulates  the  same,  showing  at  a 
.glance  the  kind  of  root  or  roots  a  tooth  may  have,  the 
forceps  requisite,  the  movements  necessary  for  detaching 
the  tooth,  and  the  position  of  the  operator.  This  chapter 
will  be  found  very  useful  for  students  and  those  just  learn- 
ing. The  illustrations  of  the  various  instruments  are  also 
instructive.  The  second  chapter  is  devoted  to  "  Difficulties, 
■Complications,  and  Sequelae  of  Extractions,"  and  many 
useful  hints  are  here  given.  The  author  devotes  more  than 
two  dozen  pages  to  haemorrhage  alone,  and  he  cannot  be 
said  to  have  written  too  much  on  this  subject.  Every  page 
is  full  of  interest,  and  the  treatment  is  gone  into  thoroughly. 
Drugs  in  this  connection  are  mentioned  separately.  The 
remainder  of  the  book  is  on  the  "Extraction  of  Teeth 
under  Anaesthesia,"  and  every  page  here  is  important  and 
repays  the  reader  to  go  carefully  over.  Taking  the  book 
altogether,  it  is  extremely  well  written  and  useful,  and 
should  be  read  by  all  who  have  at  any  time  extractions 
to  do. 

The  Theory  of  Ions :  A  Consideration  of  its  Place  in  Biology 
and  Therapeutics.  By  William  Tibbles,  M.D.  (Hon. 
Causa)  Chicago,  LL.D.,  L.R.C.P.E.,  M.R.C.S., 
L.S.A.,  etc.  Pp.  131.  2s.  6d.  net.  (London  :  Reb- 
man,  Ltd.v  129  Shaftesbury  Avenue,  W.C.) 
According  to  the  author's  views,  life  is  a  gradual  trans- 
formation from  the  dead  to  the  living  by  evolution,  until, 
from  the  crude  elements  of  the  earth,  air,  and  water  there  is 
-evolved  the  motile  and  sentient  substances  which  form  the 
muscles  and  nerves — Natura  nihil  facit  per  saltum.  The 
author  holds  also  that  in  the  origin  of  living  from  non- 
living substances  the  ionisation  of  materials  and  the  forma- 
tion of  meres  take  place.  This  term  meres — from  merus, 
genuine,  alone,  that  with  which  nothing  is  united — is  applied 
to  the  particles  of  a  colloid  solution  inasmuch  as  they  pos- 
sess energy,  since  they  are  not  affected  by  gravity  but  by  e'ec- 
•trical  changes  due  to  the  possession  of  an  electrical  charge. 
From  these  points  of  view  the  author  endeavours  to  show 
•the  importance  of  ions  in  biology.  The  theories  of  matter 
with  a  concise  consideration  of  the  atomic  theories  and  the 
characters  of  living  matter  comprise  the  introductory 
■chapter.  The  ions  themselves  are  next  considered,  their 
formation,  properties,  and  effect  upon  organic  functions  such 
as  muscular  activity  and  contractility.  A  chapter  on  ions  in 
"biology  follows,  which  is  too  brief  in  view  of  the  amount 
•of  material  dealt  with,  but  the  portion  of  ions  in  plant  life 
will  commend  itself  to  the  physiologist  as  giving  a  clear 
•conception  of  the  function  of  ions  in  nutrition  and  growth. 
The  evolution  of  organic  matter  and  the  influence  of  ions 
•on  the  organism  are  next  dealt  with,  and  in  the  latter  por- 
tion an  interesting  explanation  is  given  of  the  therapeutic 
action  of  drugs  from  the  ionic  standpoint — e.g.,  cocaine  is 
twenty  times  more  effective  as  an  anaesthetic  than  benzoyl- 
■ecgonine — nevertheless  the  latter  is  the  active  principle  of 
cocaine  and  is  dissolved  from  it  by  union  with  the  lipoids 
(cholesterin  and  lecithin)  of  the  cell;  and  since  Overton 
has  shown  that  esters  enter  the  cell  readily  because  the 
lipoids  dissolve  them,  while  the  protoplasm  is  relatively 
impermeable  to  the  dissociated  salts,  existence  in  the  form 
•of  an  ester  is  a  sine  qua  non  of  a  useful  local  anaesthetic 
whose  active  anions  must  enter  the  sensory  nerves.  The 
concluding  chapter  treats  chiefly  of  oxidisation  of  the 
tissues  and  immunity.  The  spirit  of  brevity  which  pervades 
the  volume  makes  the  author  frequently  appear  dogmatic 
and  involves  considerable  demands  upon  the  reader's  scien- 
tific knowledge.  For  a  concise  summary  of  the  ionic  theory 
as  applied  to  biology  the  book  has  many  points  of  recom- 
mendation.

Self-developing  Paper. 

A  Specification  (15,835,  1907)  has  been  accepted  at  the 
Patents  Office  of  a  process  for  making  self-developing 
paper.    The  developer  is  made  as  follows  : 

Metol   gr.  ij. 

Hydroquinone    gr.  v. 

Potassium  metasulphite  or  solu- 
tion of  acid  sulphite    gr.  ss.-gr.  j. 

Borax    gr.  x.gr.  xx. 

Gum  or  other  suitable  colloid    ...    gr.  \ 

Water  a  sufficient  quantity  to  make  a  thin  paste. 
This  quantity  of  developer  is  sufficient  for  paper  from 
quarter  to  half  plate  size,  and  is  applied  to  the  back  with  a 
brush  or  by  some  other  suitable  method.  I  should  imagine 
the  problem  of  oxidation  of  the  developer  would  be  a  very 
serious  one  in  preparing  a  paper  of  this  description,  and  I 
should  be  afraid  to  carry  anything  like  a  heavy  stock. 

Negatives  from  Negatives. 

In  order  to  obtain  a  negative  direct  from  a  negative, 
Mr.  W.  T.  Wilkinson,  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the  London 
and  Provincial  Photographic  Society,  recommended  the 
following  process.  A  positive  is  made  on  a  Wratten 
ordinary  plate,  using  metol-quinol  as  the  developer;  this 
positive  is  reversed  by  exposing  it  to  a  strong  light  under 
water  as  long  as  it  takes  to  darken  a  Watkin's  meter  one- 
tint,  and  is  then  bleached  in — 

Potassium  bichromate    siiss. 

Nitric  acid  *i 

Water   fi. 

The  plate  is  then  well  washed  and  redeveloped  with  metol- 
quinol.  Fast  plates,  it  would  appear,  are  almost  useless 
for  the  process,  as  they  usually  fog.  The  only  drawback  to 
the  method  is  that  the  resulting  negative  is  reversed  as 
regards  right  and  left. 


Consular  Counsel. 


Bolivia. 

H.M.  Consul  at  La  Paz,  writing  on  the  subject  of 
foreign  trade  with  Bolivia,  advises  British  firms  dealing 
with  that  country  to  watch  their  interests  carefully  in  the 
matter  of  labels  and  trade-marks.  It  is  reported  that  in 
Arequipa  a  regular  system  exists  of  manufacturing  spurious 
labels,  and  the  Consul  is  also  informed  that  a  traveller  visits 
La  Paz  once  a  year  bringing  with  him  imitations  of  every 
well-known  label  to  be  affixed  to  bottles,  etc.,  containing 
spurious  imitations  of  the  articles  specified  on  the  labels. 
In  order  to  legalise  and  register  a  trade-mark,  a  power  of 
attorney,  endorsed  by  the  Bolivian  Consul,  should  be  sent 
to  H.M.  Consul  at  La  Paz,  together  with  a  typewritten 
description  of  the  trade-mark,  besides  six  copies  of  the 
mark  and  10Z.  to  cover  all  the  fees.  It  requires  about  eight 
months  to  settle  and  obtain  registration-papers. 

Bulgaria. 

As  regards  chemical  products  there  was  not  much  change 
in  import  conditions  during  1907,  judging  from  the  Austrian 
Consul  at  Sofia.  The  chief  imports  were  oxalate  of  potash, 
washing  and  caustic  soda,  and  various  mineral  acids,  chief 
among  which  are  nitric  and  sulphuric  acids,  sulphates  of 
iron  and  copper,  and  sal  ammoniac.  Most  of  the  import 
trade  is  conducted  with  England,  although  Austria,  Hun- 
gary^ and  Germany  have  a  fair  share  in  some  of  the  above- 
mentioned  products.  Sulphuric  acid,  which  was  formerly 
imported  chiefly  from  Germany  in  demijohns  of  100  kilos., 
is  now  obtained  from  Austria  and  Hungary  at  lower  prices 
and  under  more  favourable  conditions.    Spirit  is  mostly 


supplied  by  the  domestic  factories,  and  the  import  business, 
which  is  strictly  limited,  falls  chiefly  to  Hungary.  Naph- 
thaline is  imported  from  Germany  at  17m.  per  barrel  of 
100  kilos.  Germany  also  does  a  brisk  trade  in  medicinal 
preparations. 

Rosario. 

The  British  Consul  at  Rosaria  in  his  report  on  the  trade  of 
his  district  during  1907  takes  an  encouraging  view  of  the 
industrial  situation,  and  adds  that  British  manufactured 
articles  are  in  increasing  demand,  as  their  superiority- 
is  being  more  and  more  recognised.  The  imports  for  the 
year  amounted  to  6,397,0002.,  as  against  5,803,0002.  in  1906. 
Great  Britain  supplied  1 ,364,000Z.  of  the  imports,  our  pre- 
dominance in  business  being  unquestionable.  The  trade  in. 
quebracho  wood  and  extracts  has  been  important,  and  con- 
siderable expenditure  is  being  incurred  in  the  erection  of 
new  mills  and  suitable  machinery  in  the  district  of  Chaco, 
where  the  wood  is  plentiful  Colastine  (up-river)  is  the- 
principal  port  of  shipment.  The  exports  of  quebracho  and 
extracts  from  Rosario  port  during  1907  amounted  to  59,747 
tons,  as  contrasted  with  110,090  tons  in  the  previous  year, 
while  the  imports  of  chemical  products,  drugs,  patent 
medicines,  etc.,  amounted  in  1907  to  611,444  dol.  gold, 
against  548,422  dol.  gold  in  1906  (5  dol.  4  c.  to  the  £). 

Russia. 

In  his  annual  report  on  the  trade  of  Odessa  for  1907  the 
Austrian  Consul  states  that  the  manufacture  of  dyes  occupies 
first  place  in  the  chemical  industry  of  Russia,  and  as  the 
branch  is  so  closely  allied  with  the  textile  industry,  Moscow 
is  the  principal  centre.  Export  trade,  which  is  consider- 
able, is  becoming  gradually  restricted  by  the  development 
of  Russian  products.  On  the  whole  the  chemical  industry 
does  not  show  the  improvement  which  was  anticipated 
from  the  increased  duty  on  chemical  products.  In  Odessa 
especially  conditions  have  been  by  no  means  satisfactory. 
The  uncertain  financial  position  and  the  unfavourable  con- 
ditions of  labour  have  affected  the  industry  to  such  an 
extent  that  many  firms  which  are  dependent  on  credit  have- 
been  obliged  to  relinquish  business.

T HE  slight  improvement  in  business  noted  last  week  has 
not  been  maintained,  but  generally  speaking  there  is 
.a  fair  undercurrent  of  trade.  Among  the  more  important 
fluctuations  of  the  week  is  an  advance  in  quicksilver,  but 
onercurials  are  unaltered.  Copper  sulphate  is  rather  lower. 
The  only  alteration  of  note  in  fine  chemicals  is  a  further 
reduction  in  acetyl-salicylic  acid.  Glycerin  is  very  firm, 
and  some  makers  are  not  sellers  at  the  scheduled  prices. 
Tartaric  acid  meets  with  a  good  demand,  but  citric  is 
•extremely  quiet.  The  changes  in  essential  oils  include  an 
.advance  in  cassia  and  star-aniseed  oils,  especially  the 
former.  Wayne  County  peppermint  oil  has  changed  hands 
in  quantity  at  firmer  rates.  Apart  from  a  reduction  in 
opium  in  Smyrna,  crude  drugs  on  private  terms  are  mostly 
•unaltered.  Cascara  sagrada  has  quieted  down,  copaiba  is 
fthe  turn  easier,  and  new  lavender-flowers  are  cheaper. 
Manna  is  likely  to  be  dearer  owing  to  drought.  Among 
spices,  chillies  are  considerably  dearer,  and  cinnamon  at 
auction  sold  at  an  advance.  Isinglass  in  auction  met  with 
•a  good  demand  at  higher  rates.  Turpentine  and  petroleum 
are  firmer,  and  shellac  has  further  declined.  The  table 
Cbelow  gives  the  chief  movements  of  the  week  :

Heavy  Chemicals. 

There  is  certainly  rather  a  better  business  doing  in  the 
heavy  chemical  market  just  now,  although  the  increase  cannot 
be  described  of  any  great  moment.  Contract  deliveries  are 
on  the  whole  very  fair,  and  the  export  side  is  a  little  brisker. 
Values  show  little  change,  and  on  the  whole  they  are  well 
maintained  and  likely  to  continue  thus.

Shellac. 

The  monthly  statements  compiled  from  the  Calcutta 
Custom  House  show  that  the  total  quantity  of  shellac  shipped 
from  Calcutta  from  January  1  to  December  31,  1907,  amounted 
to  about  210,000  chests,  of  which  120,000  represent  part  of  the 
crops  harvested  in  1907.  On  January  1,  1908,  it  was  estimated 
that  there  was  a  surplus  of  about  150,000  chests  of  1907  crop 
available  for  shipment  in  1908.  It  is  a  fact  that  this  year's 
Bysacki  crop  was  damaged.  But  as  even  those  remotely 
interested  in  the  article  have  been  holders  of  large  stocks, 
the  extent  of  the  damage  cannot  be  gauged.  It  is  impossible 
to  say  anything  about  the  remaining  crops  due  in  1908,  but 
such  information  received  up  to  date  leads  one  (says  our 
Indian  correspondent)  to  expect,  with  normal  weather  condi- 
tions, larger  yields  than  last  year.  The  production  of  lac  is 
yearly  increasing,  due  to  systematic  cultivation  encouraged 
by  Government.  Even  if  the  coming  crops  yield  no  more 
than  they  did  last  year,  there  is  still  120.000  to  130,000  chests 
for  local  stocks  and  for  shipment  from  January  1,  1908,  till 
the  arrival  of  the  new  Bysacki. 

Chinese  Opium. 

An  interesting  passage  on  the  opium  question  appears  in 
the  report  on  the  foreign  trade  in  China  in  1907  which  is  to 
hand  from  the  Inspector-General  of  Customs  at  Shanghai. 
Last  year  the  consumption  of  foreign  opium  amounted  to 
54,584  piculs,  an  increase  of  4,767  piculs  on  the  consumption 
of  1906.  The  northern  ports  took  only  535  piculs,  or  little 
more  than  half  their  consumption  in  1906.  Shanghai  took 
214  piculs  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  against  that 
reduction  has  to  be  set  an  increase  of  over  2,000  piculs  in  the 
consumption  of  the  ports  on  the  Yangtse  and  in  Chekiang. 
Moreover,  the  quantities  of  native  opium  passing  down  the 
Yangtse  through  the  native  and  foreign  Customs  at  Ichang 
continued  to  increase  in  a  marked  degree.  In  1902  the  amount 
was  22,000  piculs;  in  1906  it  had  increased  to  42.030  piculs, 
and  last  year  a  further  advance  to  47,670  piculs.  Considered 
in  conjunction  with  the  increased  quantities  of  foreign  opium 
arriving  in  the  Yangtse,  these  figures  appear  to  indicate  that 
the  anti-opium  measures  in  China  have  not  as  yet  borne  fruit 
in  diminished  consumption  of  the  drug.

Melt  the  lard  in  a  large  evaporating-dish  or  water-bath 
until  about  two-thirds  liquefied,  remove  from  the  source  of 
heat,  and  stir  until  the  remainder  is  melted.  Then  add  the 
rose-water  in  three  portions,  fairly  quickly,  and  beat  at  a 
moderate  speed  with  an  egg-whisk,  adding  the  otto  when  the 
operation  is  nearly  completed. 

_  I  use  triple  rose-water  in  preparing  the  cream.  The 
time  of  stirring  is  about  twenty  minutes.  With  thanks 
for  many  useful  suggestions  received  from  the  C.  &  D.

The  Marmcla  Mixture. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Asliton  (Warrington)  wrote  to  us  recently 
enclosing  a  cutting  of  the  newspaper  advertisement  of  the 
Marmola  Co.,  from  which  it  appeared  that  the  mixture  con- 
tained in  a  2s.  6c?.  bottle  of  "Marmola''  is  advertised  in 
such  a  way  that  one  customer  offereu  Mr.  Ashton  6d.  for  it. 
We  called  the  attention  of  the  company  to  the  matter,  and 
they  write  : 

The  criticism  you  have  received  from  a  chemist  corre- 
spondent is  not  altogether  unjustified,  and  the  wordingof 
the  advertisements  has  been  quite  altered  lately  in  .that 
respect.  The  cost  is  no  longer  mentioned  "  as  very 
trifling."  That  phrase  perhaps  was  misleading  to  some, 
and  might  cause  dissatisfaction  to  customers  who  would 
not  consider  a  few  shillings  as  a  trifling  amount. 
"  Moderate  cost  "  is  a  better  phrase. 

Lawful  Personal  Eights. 
Sir, — Success,  in  the  endeavour  to  demonstrate  that  the 
position  taken  by  companies  acting  as  chemists  and 
druggists  has  been  judicially  countenanced  through  mis- 
conception, would  probably  necessitate  some  alteration  of 
opinion  expressed  in  influential  quarters ;  but  by  keeping 
in  view  the  real  object  to  be  attained  and  avoiding  irre- 
levancies,  such  a  result  should  at  least  be  possible.  To  that 
end  the  more  particular  interests  of  pharmacy  and  its 
followers  might  safely  be  left  to  the  care  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  without  any  pretentious  talk  about  a  pro- 
fessional status  of  chemists  and  druggists — a  genus  com- 
,  prising  several  species  and  varieties,  keeping  shop  to  sell, 
in  various  ways,  drysalteries,  chemicals,  drugs,  medicines, 
and  inter  alia  poitons — arsenic,  opium,  prukic  acid,  and 


such-like  dangerous  articles.  That  common  feature  of  their 
business  was  the  point  to  which  the  Legislature  directed 
its  attention,  for  a  public  purpose,  and  its  enactment  dealt 
with  the  business  at  that  trade  level,  by  imposing  as  the 
condition  of  its  lawful  exercise — just  as  in  the  case  of  other 
occupations,  such  as  auctioneers,  brewers,  doctors,  hawkers,, 
lawyers,  midwives,  pawnbrokers,  and  publicans,  etc. — a. 
statutory  trade  qualification  obtainable  only  by  individuals 
and  awarded,  not  for  their  sakes,  to  create  monopoly,  or  to' 
confer  privilege,  but  always  for  some  better  reason. 

If,  however,  the  contagious  influence  of  company 
trading  has  now  spread  so  far  that  such  limitation', 
of  a  chemist  and  druggist's  business  to  individual 
persons  seems  no  longer  expedient,  the  public  object 
and  the  principle  of  the  existing  Act  still  re- 
quire to  be  considered.  Sufficient  amendment  of  it  might 
be  made  by  something  less  anarchical  in  their  operation  than 
the  provisions  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  which 
would  amount  to  repeal  of  the  1868  Act  and  confiscation  of 
lawful  personal  rights.  To  avoid  such  consequences  a  suit- 
able opportunity  seems  to  be  presented  by  the  proposed! 
amendment  of  Section  16  of  the  Act.  By  putting  a  com- 
pany, firm,  or  partnership  in  exactly  the  same  position  as  the- 
executor,  administrator,  or  trustee  of  a  deceased  chemist 
and  druggist's  estate,  omitting  part  of  Sub-clause  (4)  anct 
Sub-clause  (3),  which  would  give  chemists  and  druggists 
a  description  they  are  now  prohibited  from  using  under 
penalty,  all  that  can  be  reasonably  required  to  meet  the- 
development  of  company  trading  in  relation  to  the  business 
of  a  chemist  and  druggist,  would  be  provided  for,  con- 
sistently with  the  public  object  of  the  1868  Act  and  with  due- 
regard  for  the  personal  rights  which  have  been  conferred 
by  it. 

For  that  purpose  Sub-clause  (2)  of  Clause  3  might  read  as 
follows  : 

(2)  The  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,. 
which  enable  the  executor,  administrator,  or  trustee  of  the 
estate  of  a  deceased  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and' 
druggist  to  continue  his  business  so  long  as  such  business  i& 
bona  fide  conducted  by  a  duly  qualified  assistant,  shall  be 
construed  as  enabling  such  executor,  etc.,  to  carry  on  the 
business  if  and  so  long  only  as  in  every  premises  where  the 
business  is  carried  on  the  business  is  bona  fide  conducted 
by  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and' 
druggist  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  name  and  certificate  of 
qualification  of  the  person  by  whom  the  business  is  so  con- 
ducted in  any  premises  is  conspicuously  exhibited  in  those 
premises ;  and,  in  like  manner,  a  body  corporate  and,  in 
Scotland,  a  firm  or  partnership  may  carry  on  the  business  of 
a  chemist  and  druggist  if  in  every  premises  where  such  busi- 
ness is  carried  on  the  business  is  bona  fide  conducted  by  a 
manager  being  a  duly  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  and' 
if  the  name  and  certificate  of  qualification  of  such  qualified' 
manager  for  the  time  being  is  conspicuously  exhibited  on 
or  in  the  shop  or  other  place  where  the  business  is  carried' 
on  by  a  body  corporate,  or  by  a  firm  or  partnership,  and' 
conducted  by  a  legally  qualified  manager.  But  nothing  in 
this  provision  shall  be  construed  as  authorising  a  body 
corporate  or,  in  Scotland,  a  firm  or  partnership — as  such — 
to  take,  use,  or  exhibit,  on  its  own  account,  the  description, 
of  chemist  and  druggist  or  its  equivalent.  Subject  as  afore- 
said the  provisions  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  as  to 
penalties  shall  apply  to  a  body  corporate  and,  in  Scotland, 
to  a  firm  or  partnership  carrying  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist  by  a  duly  registered  manager  as 
aforesaid  in  the  same  manner  as  they  apply  to  individuals, 
qualified  in  accordance  with  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868.

The  Chemist's  Title. 

Sir, — Your  correspondent  W.  F.  Brown  is  scarcely 
happy  in  his  argument.  Each  of  the  Presidents  at  any  rate 
possessed  the  legal  qualifications,  and  if  they  considered  it 
advisable  to  carry  on  a  more  or  less  historic  business'  as. 
heretofore  they  were  certainly  justified  in  doing  so.  Many 
firms  of  solicitors  are  doing  the  same  thing  to-day.  By  no 
manner  of  means  could  this  be  set  up  as  a  justification  for 
any  trader,  personally  unqualified,  flaunting  a  title  he  never 
possessed.  The  old  adage  "Assume  a  virtue  if  you  have- 
it  not  "  must  not  be  construed  "  Assume  a  title  if  you  have 
it  not."  This  has  proved  expensive  in  many  cases.  The- 
title  was,  is,  and  must  continue  a  personal  one.  and  any 
giving  way  on  that  point  must  be  logically  followed  by  a 
repeal  of  the  1868  Act,  the  tearing  up  of  the  Charter,  andS 
the  throwing  open  of  the  trade.  M.P.S.  (31/4.) 
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Bonzole,  etc. 

Sir, — Mr.  0.  Raubenheimer  gives  (C.  <£•  D.,  July  25, 
p.  144)  a  very  full  account  of  the  confusion  arising  from  the 
use  of  the  words  "  benzin,"  "benzine,"  "benzene," 
"benzol,"  and  "  benzoline " ;  yet  his  conclusions  seem 
quite  open  to  criticism.  It  is  admitted  that  the 
names  "benzine"  and  "benzole"  were  originally 
given  (1825)  to  a  compound,  C6HC,  so  called  because 
it  was  obtained  by  distilling  benzoic  acid  with  lime. 
Mr.  Raubenheimer's  statement  of  facts  is  incomplete  in  so 
tfar  as  he  does  not  mention  who,  or  which  nationality,  is 
responsible  for  the  subsequent  application  of  the  name 

benzine  "  or  "  benzin  "  to  a  petroleum  distillate  consisting 
■chiefly  of  paraffins.  This  was  quite  evidently  a  blunder, 
and  it  is  the  perpetuation  of  this  blunder  that  causes  the 
trouble  and  confusion.  By  scientific  men  in  this  country 
the  expression  "  benzole  "  has  been  superseded  by  the  form 
""benzene":  and,  if  I  mistake  not,  the  same  applies  to 
America.  "  Benzene  "  holds  the  field,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
will  replace  "benzol"  in  the  next  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
There  is  no  advantage  in  the  use  of  "  benzole  "  in  preference 
to  "  benzol."  That  it  does  not  infringe  the  rule  as  to  the 
termination  of  an  alcohol  is  of  no  real  effect.  There  can 
<be  little  doubt  that  the  trade  and  the  public  will  be  gradually 
■educated  up  to  the  use  of  "  benzene  "  and  drop  "  benzole." 
I  do  not  at  all  agree  with  Mr.  Raubenheimer  as  to 
"  benzoline  "  being  a  specially  objectionable  term.  No  one, 
in  this  country  at  least,  would  suppose  that  "benzoline" 
was  the  same  as  "  benzol."  If  I  were  to  introduce  a  new 
solvent  called  "etherine,"  everybody  would  know  that  it 
was  not  ether,  but  presumably  a  substitute  for  that  com- 
pound. "  Benzoline  "  may  be  open  to  objection,  but  it  is 
nothing  like  so  bad  a  name  as  "  benzin,"  which  Mr.  Rauben- 
heimer advocates.  The  only  possible  remedy  for  the  con- 
fusion is  for  people  in  America  and  in  Britain  to^drop^the 
words  "  benzin  "  and  "  benzine  "  as  applied  to  a^ertoIeuiTr- 
distillate  ;  and  Mr.  Raubenheimer  might  use  hij^rrfrnence 
in  that  direction  with  our  friends  on  the  other  side  of  the 
£erry.

Decimal  Dispensing. 

Sis. — I  have  been  much  interested,  not  to  say  amused, 
by  your  remarks  on  this  subject  (C.  Jb  D.,  August  22, 
p.  322),  and  as  one  with  Continental  and  English  experience, 
■allow  me  to  make  a  remark  for  the  benefit  of  the  British 
Medical  Association.^  To  the  English  practitioner  of  to-day 
the  terms  "minim,"  "drachm,"  and  "ounce"  convey  a 
■definite  meaning  j  he  is  in  a  position  instinctively  to  form 
a  picture  of  what  they  are.  But  a  gram  or  100  grams  do 
not  :  he  must  first  translate  it  into  his  accustomed  units  to 
grasp  its  significance,  and  that  is  the  immense  drawback. 
I  speak  from  practical  experience  the  other  way  round,  for 
I  know  from  my  own  and  others'  experience  what  it  is  to 
•be  confronted  by  an  English  prescription  in  a  country 
.adhering  solely  to  the  metric  system,  and  what  a  trouble 
ut  is  to  explain  to  an  English  doctor  the  exact  value  of  a 
metric  prescription.  I  do  not  think  that  such  an  innovation 
will  be  welcome  in  England  until  the  metric  system  is 
'universally  and  only  used  and  hammered  into  one  from  the 
■cradle.  Germany,  where  the  metric  system  has  been  in 
force  some  two  generations,  can  afford  proof  of  this  asser- 
tion, as  I  have  come  across  a  few  physicians  and  veterinary 
surgeons  of  the  old  school  who  even  to-day  still  write  their 
prescriptions  in  drachms  and  ounces,  to  the  terror 
of  apprentices  who  are  not  sure  of  the  meaning 
of  these  hieroglyphics.  "By  using  this  system  the 
■corresponding  dose  of  the  solid  is  seen  at  a  glance," 
they  say.  Really  !  In  the  prescription  given,  let 
'him  divide  pot.  iodid.  gram  3.25  by  200  "at  a  glance."  In 
my  opinion  the  practice  of  writing  the  prescription  for  one 
■dose  and  saying  "  mitte  vj."  would  be  the  most  sensible, 
and  I  am  sorry  to  see  it  is  dying  out,  I  presume  owino-  to 
•our  strenuous  life.  On  the  Continent  the  practice  is  quite 
iinknown,  and  to  find  out  in  dispensing  a  German  or  Swiss 
prescription  whether  the  maximal  dose  is  overstepped  is  con- 
sequently often  an  arithmetical  problem  worthy  of  finding 
a  place  in  the  Corner  for  Students.

A  Throat-spray. 

.7.  W.  B.  K.  (21/44)  finds  that  when  the  following  is  mixed 
with  warm  water  as  directed  a  precipitate  is  formed: 
Glyc.  acid,  carbol.  ...       ...       ...  3j-

Aluminis   gr.  xx.

Sig.  :  A  tablespoonful  to  be  mixed  with  a  cupful  of  warm 
water  to  spray  throat  and  nose. 

[The  precipitate  is  chiefly  aluminium  tannate  induced  by 
lime  salts  in  the  water  used  for  dilution.  It  is  an  interesting 
chemical  reaction  worthy  of  further  investigation.  The  prac- 
tical point,  however,  which  concerns  you  meantime  is  that 
no  precipitate  occurs  when  distilled  water  is  used  to  dilute 
the  spray.  You  will  therefore  have  to  advise  your  client 
to  use  rain-water  ;  or,  better,  perhaps,  buy  from  you  distilled 
water  for  the  purpose.] 

An  Apomorpliine  Mixture. 

Sir, — The  undernoted  prescription  has  been  dispensed 
by  me  on  several  occasions.  When  sent  out  first  it  was  a 
pale  brown  colour  ;  it  was  returned  next  day  dark  green  in 
colour.  I  have  made  up  three  separate  mixtures,  the 
ingredients  all  being  mixed  in  different  orders,  after  being 
well  diluted  with  water,  but  I  find  on  standing  they  are  all 
going  wrong.  I  will  feel  obliged  if  you  can  explain  this, 
and  means  by  which  the  discoloration  can  be  prevented :

[Four  days  after  we  compounded  the  mixture  it  showed  no 
sign  of  developing  a  green  colour,  nor  would  we  expect  it 
to  do  this.  It  is  quite  a  compatible  mixture.  The  reaction 
is  slightly  acid,  a  condition  which  suits  apomorphine. 
Assuming  that  vour  apomorphine  hydrochloride  is  correct, 
we  think  you  will  find  your  mixture  which  has  become  green 
to  be  alkaline,  a  condition  which  is  incompatible  with 
apomorphine,  the  decomposition  of  which  is  the  origin  of 
the  green  colour.  Probably  you  have  made  the  mixture  from 
a  concentrated  infusion  to  which  ammonia  or  other  alkali 
has  been  added.  In  preparing  the  mixture  dissolve  the 
apomorphine  hydrochloride  in  the  infusion  of  senega — which 
must  have  been  allowed  to  cool — to  which  the  solution  of 
morphine  hydrochloride  has  been  added,  then  introduce  the 
sodium  iodide,  and  when  it  has  dissolved  test  the  mixture 
with  litmus-paper.  If  it  be  alkaline — even  faintly — add 
diluted  hydrochloric  acid  just  sufficient  to  make  it  faintly 
acid.] 


Legal  Queries. 

For  concise  statements  respecting  various  Acts  which  affect 
directly  or  indirectly  the  Chemical  and  Drug  Trades,  see  the 
"C.  &  D.  Diary,"  1308,  p.  456;  Stamped  Medicine  Law, 
p.  435;  Pharmacy  and  Foisons  Law,  p.  448;  and  Patents 
Law,  p.  443. 


Chech-till  (28/5). — You  are  perfectly  entitled,  if  you  suspect 
an  employe  of  pilfering,  to  tax  him  with  the  matter  pri- 
vately. He  is  not,  of  course,  bound  to  give  you  any  informa- 
tion which  would  assist  in  his  conviction. 

/.  E.  S.  (144/35).— "  C.  &  W.  Paint"  does  not  in  itself 
make  a  preparation  dutiable,  nor  do  the  directions  on  your 
label.  If,  however,  you  put  the  figure  of  a  foot  with  corns 
on  the  label,  the  paint  must  be  stamped  according  to  value. 

Colour  (29/50). — The  only  condition  under  which  you  can 
export  to  Canada  your  dutiable  pills  unstamped  is  to  consign 
them  to  an  agent  there.  The  conditions  are  briefly  outlined  in 
the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  438,  in  the  paragraph  entitled  "  Export 
of  Dutiable  Medicines." 

Zingib.  (31/11). — The  proper  charge  by  a  solicitor  for  an 
assignment  of  lease  for  185/.  would  be  5/.  under  the  Solicitors 
Remuneration  Act,  1881.  _  He  would  also  be  able  to  charge  for 
all  work  relating  exclusively  to  other  matters  than  the 
assignment  of  the  lease  according  to  the  usual  charges  made 
by  solicitors. 

W.  P.  (29/62).— (1)  Please  refer  to  "Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulas "  for  French  polish  and  similar  preparations.  (2)  If 
you_  are  confident  that  your  witness  is  trustworthy  and  can 
testify  to  the  statement  which  you  heard,  your  best  plan  is  to 
place  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  a  solicitor  should  you  desire 
to  take  proceedings  against  the  doctor.  We  consider,  how- 
ever, that  you  will  gain  nothing  by  this,  and  it  would  be 
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better  for  you  to  write  a  dignified  protest.  (3)  The  assumption 
of  the  name  "  Dentist  "  by  baptism  or  otherwise,  and  use 
of  it  by  an  unqualified  person  practising  dentistry,  is  an  in- 
fringement of  the  Dentists  Act.  (4)  For  the  law  as  to  the 
storage  and  sale  of  petrol  see  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  464. 

Ojficine  (26/22)  has  let  a  shop,  house,  and  premises  to  a 
chemist,  in  whose  lease  the  following  covenant  occurs : 

And  will  not  at  any  time  during  the  said  term  carry 
on  or  commit  or  permit  to  be  carried  on  or  committed  on 
the  said  premises  any  offensive  business  or  occupation  or 
nuisance,  and  will  use  the  same  as  a  private  dwelling-house 
and  chemist's  and  druggist's  shop  only. 

The  tenant  closed  the  shop  some  time  before  the  expiration 
of  the  lease  and  removed  the  business  to  other  premises  in  the 
same  street.  Has  "  Officine  "  any  legal  remedy?  [Our  sub- 
scriber's tenant  does  not  appear  to  have  broken  the  covenant 
in  the  lease  unless  he  covenanted  to  keep  the  premises  open 
for  business.  If  the  tenant  has  used  the  premises  for  any 
other  purpose  than  that  of  a  private  house  or  chemist's  shop, 
our  subscriber  could  take  action  against  him.] 

Alpha  (28/58). — None  of  the  proposals  in  the  two  Bills  now 
before  Parliament  alter  the  present  law  as  regards  the  use  of 
the  word  "  pharmacy "  by  unqualified  persons.  There  is 
nothing  in  the  1868  Act  to  prevent  anybody  using  that  word 
as  a  designation  of  a  shop,  but  the  Secretary  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  has  warned  unqualified 
persons  that  the  use  of  the  word  by  them  is  an  infringement 
of  the  1852  Act.  Section  12  of  that  Act  makes  it  illegal  for 
any  person,  not  being  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  to  use, 
assume,  or  exhibit  any  name,  title,  or  sign  implying  that  he 
is  a  person  registered  under  the  Act.  This  is  the  only  passage 
which  can  be  construed  to  cover  the  word  "  pharmacy,"  and 
if  it  were  held  to  apply  (which  we  doubt)  it  would  prevent 
chemists  and  druggists  (not  being  pharmaceutical  chemists)  as 
well  as  unqualified  persons  using  the  word.  Your  suggestion 
that  the  authorities  should  get  the  word  covered  through  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  may  be  noted  by  those  who  have 
charge  of  it. 

Hypo.  (29/44). — (a)  The  Inland  Revenue  officer  who  has 
declared  that  vaseline  and  your  headache-powder  cannot  be 
sold  by  grocers  is  correct  to  the  extent  that  vaseline,  being  a 
patented  medicine,  can  only  be  sold  by  chemists  and  persons 
licensed  to  sell  dutiable  medicines,  but  the  Board  of  Inland 
Revenue  have  conceded  in  this  case  permission  for  unlicensed 
persons  to  sell  Id.  boxes  of  vaseline.  If  it  is  put  up  in  bottles, 
it  can  only  be  sold  by  licensed  persons  and  chemists.  Grocers 
require  a  licence  to  sell  your  headache-powder,  which,  we 
presume,  is  an  entire  drug.  (6)  It  is  legal  to  sell  unbleached 
ginger  as  such,  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  notwithstand- 
ing. The  only  case  we  know  of  in  which  the  sale  of  bleached 
ginger  was  presumed  to  be  an  offence  under  the  Act  was  in 
1894,  when  a  grocer  was  fined  for  selling  ground  ginger  con- 
taining 10  per  cent,  of  calcium  sulphate.  The  sulphate  is 
formed  on  the  surface  of  the  ginger  when  it  is  bleached  with 
calcium-sulphite  solution,  but  the  amount  present  in  that  case 
was  very  much  in  excess  of  the  probable  quantity  resulting 
from  the  bleaching-process.

T.  L.  (15/70).— In  the  Treatment  of  Sciatica  the  first  thing 
to  attend  to  is  the  bowels,  which  in  many  cases  are  constipated. 
This  condition  should  be  relieved  by  a  liberal  dose  of  castor 
oil,  and  regularity  maintained  by  the  following  dose,  given 
thrice  daily  :

If  the  patient  is  a  rheumatic  subject,  10-grain  doses  of 
aspirin  may  be  given  alternately  with  the  above.  Lin.  aconiti 
should  be  very  gently  rubbed  over  the  seat  of  most  acute 
pain,  but  should  be  carefully  supervised ;  vigorous  rubbing 
when  the  pain  is  acute  does  more  harm  than  good.  Hot,  dry 
flannels  apnlied  over  the  buttock  are  very  soothing  for  the 
time  when  the  pain  is  very  acute.  Turpentine  sprinkled  over 
the  hot  flannels  assists  their  effect.  In  treating  neuritis 
following  sciatica  medicines  cannot  be  relied  upon,  change  and 
good  feeding  being  the  best  agents,  but  syr.  quininae 
hydnodidi  is  a  useful  tonic. 

Eucalyptus  (19/64).— (1)  Horse-condition  Powder.— It  is 
not  possible  to  determine  all  the  constituents  of  the  powder 


submitted.  Some  of  the  popular  powders  contain  common 
salt  in  good  proportion  (10  per  cent,  or  more),  and  the 
presence  of  this,  even  when  the  powder  is  highly  aromatic, 
is  a  distinct  attraction  to  horses.  The  foods  mentioned  by 
you  contain  fenugreek,  but  little  other  aromatic.  (2)  The 
sodium  hyposulphite  in  the  tonic  powder  for  cattle  should  be 
dried.  You  should  get  the  last  edition  of  "  Veterinary 
Counter-practice."  It  contains  about  100  pages  more  thai> 
the  one  you  have.    Send  a  sample  of  the  milk-fever  remedy. 

Three  Spires  (258/16). — Tonic  Cattle  Spice,  to  be  6old  in- 
5  and  1  cwt.  bags,  is  an  aromatised  and  tonic  food,  we  pre 
sume.  The  basis  for  these  is  a  mixture  of  ground  cottonseed 
cake  and  linseed  cake  (containing  from  8  to  10  per  cent,  of 
oil)  in  the  proportion  of  8  parts,  and  common  salt  1  part. 
To  this  add  1  part  of  the  following  mixture  : 


Powdered  gentian   8  oz. 

Powdered  liquorice    8  oz. 

Powdered  ginger   4  oz. 

Powdered  black  pepper   1  oz. 

Powdered  fenugreek    3  oz. 


Numerous  formulas  for  foods  and  spices  are  given  in< 
"  Veterinary  Counter-practice." 

/.  H.  M.  (22/30). — The  Ballroom  Powder  is  composed  of 
hard  paraffin  (about  10  per  cent.)  and  boric  acid.  The  melted 
paraffin  can  be  added  gradually  to  the  boric  acid  (finest 
powder),  while  stirring  vigorously,  and  then  roughly  granu- 
lated when  cold  through  a  sieve.  Lemon-juice  may  be  ex- 
pressed from  peeled  lemons  in  a  lead-lined  box  with  close- 
fitting  top  sliding  into  the  box  and  pressed  down  by  a  screw, 
on  the  tincture-press  principle.  Filter-cloths  should  be  usee? 
to  contain  the  press  material.  Cremogen  is  a  preparation  of 
the  Trommer  Co.,  Ltd.,  27-28  Charterhouse  Square,  London, 
E.C. 

J.  W.  (26/29). — Liquid  Starch-glaze. — The  preparation 
which  you  send  is  a  strong  solution  of  white  dextrin  (with 
the  accompanying  glucose)  preserved  with  carbolic  acid. 
Your  difficulty  in  producing  such  a  preparation  will  be  in 
getting  the  solution  so  brilliantly  clear. 

Adulterant  (147/23).— Mineral  Oil  in  Colza  or  Linseed  On, 
is  readily  detected  by  boiling  in  a  half-inch  test-tube  a  few 
drops  of  oil  with  about  i  in.  of  stick  potash  and  an  inch  of 
S.V.R.  Boil  for  a  few  minutes  and  add  water  ;  any  mineral 
oil  (or  other  unsaponifiable  matter,  which  should  not  be 
present  in  any  quantity)  will  be  detected  by  deposition  as 
oily  drops.  The  process  can  be  made  quantitative  by  using 
excess  of  alcoholic  potash  solution  (50  c.c.)  to  known  quan- 
tity (1  to  5  grams)  of  oil,  and  after  saponification  diluting  with 
equal  parts  of  water  to  make  about  50  per  cent,  alcoholic 
strength,  then  shaking  out  in  a  separator  with  petroleum 
benzine,  and  evaporating  off  the  solvent  and  weighing  the 
residual  unsaponifiable  matter  when  loss  on  further  drying 
is  appreciably  constant. 

Verax  (24/7).— The  Preserving:powder  is  a  mixture  of 
dried  borax  16  parts  and  boric  acid  24  parts. 

A.  M.  (24/7).— The  Meat-preservative  corresponds  to 
15  per  cent,  of  dried  borax  and  85  per  cent,  of  boric-acid 
crystals. 

/.  A.  G.  (23/30).— There  is  no  dictionary  of  veterinary  medi- 
cine of  greater  service  to  chemists  than  "  Veterinary  Counter- 
practice."  A  more  exhaustive  work  for  reference  is  Williams's 
"  Principles  and  Practice  of  Veterinary  Medicine  "  (Bailliere, 
30s.). 

Sahrina  (21/12).— (a)  Sanatogen  is  a  soluble  form  of  casein 
in  combination  with  sodium  glycerophosphate.  (6)  Among 
books  on  household  medicine  which  may  suit  you  are  Kes- 
teven's  "  Home  Doctoring "  (Warne,  Is.)  and  Walters's 
"Home  Doctor"  (Sonnenschein,  2s.  bd.).

(2)  Marshmallow  Ointment.— Palm  oil  is  some- 
times given  for  the  factitious  article.  Also  a  mixture  of  olive 
oil  10,  yellow  wax  3,  resin  2,  and  palm  oil  2,  melted  together 
and  strained.  The  genuine  ointment  consists  of  oil  of  mucil- 
ages 2  lb.,  beeswax  £  lb.,  resin  3  oz.,  Venice  turpentine  5  oz. 

/.  H.  (29/7).— Trypsin  is  one  of  the  constituents  _  of  pan- 
creatin,  and  the  latter  should  not  be  used  as  a  substitute  for 
it,  as  certain  constituents  have  an  action  differing  from 
trypsin  alone,  which  action  may  be  detrimental  in  some  cases. 

A.  IF.  (30/6).— Amyloform  is  dusting-powder,  prepared  by 
the  action  of  formaldehyde  upon  starch.  It  is  used  similarly 
to  iodoform  in  the  treatment  of  indolent  ulcer,  etc.  It  is 
made  by  Dr.  L.  W.  Ganz,  Frankfurt  a /Main.

This  is  one  of  the  most  popular  books  on  the  subject  of 
dispensing  ever  written.

Then  follow  chapters  on 
general  suggestions,  weights  and  measures,  prescribers  and 
dispensers,  special  drugs  and  dispensing  conveniences,  and 
the  various  classes  of  medicaments  which  the  pharmacist  is 
called  upon  to  put  up,  every  class  receiving  a  chapter  to  itself. 
There  is  also  an  interesting  collection  of  autograph  prescrip- 
tions, many  of  them  in  a  style  of  handwriting  that  must  have 
caused  the  dispenser  un  mal  quart  d'heure. — From  the

Economy  and  Education. 


IN  the  following  brief  outline  Chemicus  (182/2)  tells 
how  he  prepared  for  the  Minor  examination,  and  we 
include  the  notes  for  the  benefit  of  coming  students  in 
pharmacy  to  show  how  the  energetic  and  enterprising 
worker  can  attempt  to  qualify  for  an  exceedingly 
economical  outlay.  We  do  not  advise  this  course  for  the 
average,  but  only  for  the  necessitous  student.  A  novel 
postcard  gallery  of  ideas  is  included  also. 

At  the  end  of  October,  1907, 1  set  foot  in  the  great  Metro- 
polis, with  a  determination  to  pass  the  Minor  at  the  April 
examination,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  all  I  possessed 
(in  addition  to  my  College  and  examination  fees)  was  a 
solitary  51.  note.  The  first  item  of  proceedure,  after  calling 
at  the  College  to  make  myself  known,  was  to  make  inquiries 
about  suitable  lodgings,  which  I  luckily  dropped  upon 
without  much  difficulty,  securing  a  comfortable  bed-sitting 
room  at  a  weekly  rental  of  4s.  6d.,  and  agreeing  to  pay  for 
my  board  according  to  what  meals  I  had  indoors.  I  quickly 
found  that  by  economising,  yet  at  the  same  time  faring  quite 
decently,  I  could  manage  quite  comfortably  on  14s.  per 
week,  including  laundry  and  boot-cleaning. 

Part-time  Berth. 
My  next  step  was  to  find  a  part-time  berth,  so  I  inquired 
at  the  office  of  the  College  and  found  they  had  on  their 
register  just  the  thing  I  wanted,  and  so  I  went  forthwith 
to  have  an  interview,  and  secured  the  situation.  Four 
evenings  a  week  were  thus  absorbed  after  College  hours  j 
but,  however,  I  did  not  find  it  interfere  in  the  least  with 
my  reading,  I  rather  thought  it  a  glorious  break  from 
the  monotony  of  the  book-reading,  and,  in  fact,  I  always 
looked  forward  to  those  evenings  of  "  duty,"  although  I  did 
not  look  upon  them  as  duty  in  the  strict  sense  of  the  word, 
but  as  pleasant  and  enjoyable  times.  The  remuneration 
I  received  for  my  services  almost  wholly  enabled  me  to 
pay  my  board  and  lodging  expenses. 

Postcard  Study. 
I  attended  College  regularly,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
afternoons  off  in  order  that  I  might  visit  such  important 
places  as  Kew  Gardens,  Regent's  Park,  and  the  South 
Kensington  Museums,  which  I  found  was  time  well  spent.. 
I  was  also  given  permission  to  look  over  several  wholesale 
drug-houses,  which  I  found  very  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive, especially  in  materia  medica  and  pharmacy.  During  the 
evenings  I  had  at  liberty  I  kept  pace  with  all  the  College- 
lectures,  and  continually  revised  back  work.  Anything  I. 
found  difficult  to  commit  to  memory  I  jotted  on  a  postcard 
and  fixed  it  up  in  a  prominent  place  in  my  bedroom,  and 
soon,  what  with  various  sketches  and  diagrams,  I  had  quite- 
a  gallery  of  postcards.  At  any  rate,  this  method  proved 
very  effectual,  for  I  feel  confident  a  great  deal  was  learned1 
in  this  way  which  could  not  have  been  obtained  by  reading. 

"  Chemicus"  says  he  had  bench  number  13  on  the  first 
day  of  his  examination,  which  was  completed  successfully 
on  April  13,  1908,  so  that  he  no  longer  looks  upon  13  as  an 
unlucky  number,  and  concludes  by  giving  the  time-worn 
advice  :  "  To  keep  calm  and  collected,"  and  "  To  think  twice- 
before  answering  once."

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Minor  Experiences. 


London. 

Chemicus  (182/2)  tells  how  he  passed  the  Minor: 
Practical  Chemistry  was  the  first  subject.  The  salt  (which 
was  stated  to  contain  two  substances)  proved  to  be  calcium, 
lead,  carbonate  and  tartrate,  and  occupied  two  hours  out  of 
the  three  available,  the  calcium  giving  some  little  trouble, 
since  I  thought  it  at  first  to  be  strontium. 

The  volumetric  consisted  of  an  acid  solution  of  Sb.O0,  of 
which  the  amount  in  one  litre  was  to  be  found  by  means  of 
the  solid  iodine  provided.  I  made  an  approximate  N/10 
solution  of  iodine,  and  filled  my  burette;  but  behold,  on 
diluting  the  Sb.O»  solution  the  antimony  was  thrown  out  as 
an  oxy-salt,  which  I  did  not  forsee.  However,  another 
portion  was  taken  and  boiled  well  with  some  potass,  tart, 
acid.,  and  then  it  was,  of  course,  all  right.  At  12.55  p.m.  I 
had  finished,  which  just  gave  me  time  to  look  over  my  report 
before  handing  it  in. 

Dispensing. — At  two  o'clock  I  was  fortunate  enough  to  get 
.»  fairly  easy  paper,  as  follows :

By  4  p.m.  I  had  finished,  and  after  my  calculations  had  been 
•checked  I  was  told  I  could  go. 

My  notice  to  appear  at  Galen  Place  came  next  evening,  and 
I  attended  in  due  course  a  week  later. 

Botany. — I  was  taken  on  assimilation,  and  under  what  con- 
ditions this  function  was  performed.  _  This  led  on  to  the 
(fungi,  which  I  told  him  could  not  assimilate,  but  made  a 
"howler"  in  saying  they  obtained  their  carbon  from  car- 
bonates of  the  soil.  He  then  took  me  on  the  yew,  with  its 
■characteristic  cones  and  berries,  hellebore,  lily  of  the  Nile, 
and  the  arum  lily,  also  several  other  flowers  to  recognise  and 
describe,  with  several  of  the  natural  orders  of  plants  in  the 
•syllabus.  After  giving  the  chief  differences  between  a  trans- 
verse section  of  a  palm  and  a  beech  stem  I  was  told  that  would 
do,  so  I  went  to  my  place  somewhat  low-spirited,  as  I  noticed 
Tie  had  prepared  a  slide  for  me  to  recognise,  but  evidently  he 
must  have  forgotten  all  about  it.  I  felt  I  had  made  a  bad 
start,  but  nevertheless  made  up  for  it  in  my  next  subject. 

Materia  Medica. — About  thirty  specimens  were  shown,  but 
I  failed  to  spot  some  first-year  hyoscyamus  leaves.  The  con- 
stituents of  catechu  and  Virginian  prune  bark  Were  asked  next, 
and  how  would  I  test  (chemically)  between  catechu  tannic 
acid  and  gallo-tannic  acid  ?  I  told  him  by  means  of  a  solution 
of  gelatin.  Next,  what  happened  when  Virginian  prune  bark 
was  macerated  in  water,  and  if  any  decomposition  would  take 
place  if  dilute  alcohol  were  used.  I  told  him  HON  was  formed 
if  water  were  used,  but  in  the  latter  case  the  alcohol  would 
destroy  the  ferment  myrosin.  He  said  that  was  not  the  case, 
for  the  alcohol  would  not  destroy  the  ferment,  but  simply 
retard  its  activity,  and  hence  the  taste  of  HCN  in  cherry 
brandy,  which  I  told  him  I  had  noticed,  and  this  concluded 
"this  portion  of  the  examination. 

Chemistry  began  after  half-an-hour's  waiting,  and  the 
subject  of  my  practical  work  was  called  for — namely, 
antimony,  its  occurrence,  isolation,  impurities,  characters,  and 
reaction  with  the  various  acids,  preparation  of  its  salts  and 
•oxides,  with  equations.  Why  the  formula  was  now  Sb.O, 
instead  of  SbsOs  ?  On  replying  on  account  of  the  temperatures 
at  which  the  vapour-densities  were  determined,  questions  on 
vapour-densities.  Following  came  the  difference  between 
chloral  and  chloral  hydrate,  their  preparation,  tests,  and 
•chemical  nature;  also  what  was  an  aldehyde?  The  final 
questions  were  how  could  H2S03  be  prepared  from  sulphur 
and  from  sulphuric  acid,  with  equations? 

Pharmacy  proved  to  be  an  enjoyable  twenty  minutes. 
Opium,  its  official  preparations,  strengths,  and  how  prepared  ; 
preparation  of  all  the  standardised" extracts,  including  the 
estimation  of  ext.  ipecac,  liq.  Preparation  and  whys  and 
wherefores  of  pil.  rhei  co.  and  tr.  cinch,  co.  were  gone  into. 
Following  were  questions  on  tr.  lupuli  and  tr.  canthar.  (why 
they  were  macerated),  and  also  about  spt.  seth.  nit.,  ung.  zinci 
oleat.,  liq.  trinitrini.  ext.  sarsae  liq.,  aq.  laurocerasi.  tr. 
bellad.,  tr.  chlorof.  et  morph.,  pil.  phosph.,  and  pil.  ferri. 
Then  I  was  asked  under  what  conditions  and  what  precautions 
I  should  take  in  supplying  (1)  arsenic,  (2)  laudanum, 
(3)  Easton  s  syrup.  After  this  we  finished  up  with  a  little  chat 
on  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 


Prescriptions. — Two  percentage  calculations  were  given, 
one  in  the  mptrk  system.  Then  I  had  to  copy  out  the  direc- 
tions of  three  prescriptions  into  full  Latin  and  translate 
the  ingredients  oily  of  four  other  "  scripts."  I  was  then  asked 
about  forty  doses  and  to  give  the  quantity  of  aq.  laurocerasi 
equivalent  to  a  2jminim  dose  of  prussic  acid ;  also  the  strength 
of  several  B;.P.  preparations,  and  what  would  be  the  largest 
dose  of  pot.  bicHrom.  I  would  pass  to  be  taken  "  ter  die  in 
pill  form  ;  how  I  would  mass  them,  and  what  would  happen  if 
glycerin  of  traga-canth  were  used.  Then  I  went  to  await  the 
verdict,  and  it  was  by  no  means  a  case  of  "  tempus  fugit," 
when,  lo  and  behold,  the  smile  on  the  President's  face  as  my 
name  was  called  sent  a  thrill  of  joy  through  my  veins.  After 
the  usual  congratulations  I  left  the  hall  as  a  man  would  feel 
when  relieved  of  a  heavy  burden,  and  lost  no  time  in  seeking 
the  nearest  telegraph  office.
